The crime rate increase in Wheeling 


d i p p e d slightly in September, but 
through the first nine months of the year 
it was still up 25 per cent. 


The 306 crimes reported in September 


was a 22 per cent increase over the fig- 
ures for a year ago. However, the in- 


crease was less than for previous months 
and continued the trend to lower the 
year-long crime rate increase from its 
high in January of 60 per cent.

Trial now possible for accused murderer

The attorney for accused killer Ronald 


Helton opened Helton's long-delayed trial 
W e d n e s d a y by charging Arlington 
Heights police with misconduct in their 
handling of the case. 


M e l v i n Kamm, Helton's attorney, 


charged that police "induced" Helton, 
then 17, into giving statements In- 
criminating himself while police kept 
him far four months In the local police 
station in violation of a court order send- 
ing Helton to county jail. 


Helton, now 21, is charged with the 


murder of gas station attendant Fred J. 
Tnlllon during an Arlington Heights rob- 
bery Nov. 11,1969. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Hell- 


gocttcr denied Kamm's motion to quash 
the 1969 arrest warrant for Helton, re- 
jecting Knmm's contention that not 
enough evidence hod been presented to 
justify issuance of the warrant. 


The court action Wednesday marked 


the end of five years of investigation and 
legal wrangles. Helton first went to trial 


in 1972 for the murder, but Circuit Court 
Judge Dnnlel Ryan ruled with Kamm 
that Helton's constitutional rights had 
boon violated by the police. Ryan's rul- 
ing was overturned in August by the Illi- 
nois Appellate Court, opening the way for 
the new trial. 


IN HIS OPENING statement, Asst. 


State's Atty. Ronald Magnes said Hel- 
ton's guilt would be proven by his own 
.statements and other evidence that he 
"brutally stabbed 14 times and killed" 
the 60-year-old Taillon, the night man- 
ager of the Arlington Park Shell service 
station, Wllkc Road and Euclid Avenue. 


Magnes also said he would prove Hel- 


ton took an active role "with several oth- 
er individuals" in the planning and exe- 
cution of the crime and that he stayed 
with his companions when they fled out 
of state. 


Helton was one of several young men 


originally charged with the murder. 
Charges against the others were dropped 
two years ago. 


Kamm's opening remarks challenged 


tiw veracity of the "alleged statements" 
given by Helton to Arlington Heights po- 
lice after his -arrest. 


K a m m said that "the Arlington 


Heights police themselves did not consid- 
er Ronald Helton an. armed robber or a 
killer." 


HELTON WAS HELD in the Arlington 


Heights lockup from his arrest Dec. 31, 
1969 to April 17, 1970 despite a court or- 
der to transfer him to the County Jail. 
While Helton was in police custody, 
Kamm said, he had "free rein of this 
police station," and that policemen took 
him home "to meet their families." 


Kamm said Helton was permitted to 


leave the police station unescorted so he 
could have a holiday meal with his fami- 
ly the day after his arrest for Talllon's 
murder. 


The first witness was Arthur Taillon, 


sor of the murder victim. As he took the 
stand, his mother broke into tears and 
had to be lead from tho court room by u 
bailiff. She returned a short time later,

fined by the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, there were by the end of 
September, 499 disorderly conduct cases, 
14 drunks, 6 weapon offenses, 13 sex of- 
fenses, 56 other assaults and 860 other 
crimes. The 1973 end of September totals 
were 449 disorderly conduct cases, 17 
drunks, 6 weapon offenses, 22 sex of- 
fenses, 49 other assaults and 722 other 
crimes. 


The 88 traffic accidents in September 


brought the year's total to 683, which 
was a 16 per cent increase over last 
year. In the nine months, the fatalities 
doubled to 4 and the injured increased 
from 163 to 216 this year. There was 
property damage in 525 of the accidents. 


The number of service calls handled by 


the police department also increased. 
There were a total of 1,103 calls or a 13 
per cent increase. 


Wheeling police officials were unavail- 


able for comment on the statistics.

Turks fire on Cyprus village 


Turkish troops fired small arms and automatic weapons 


against a village in southeast'Cyprus for about one hour Tues- 
day night but no casualties were reported, Greek Cypriot 
authorities said Wednesday. A government statement said 
Turkish soldiers opened fire from hills overlooking the village 
of Pyla. a short distance from the British base of Dhckella. 


Kill U. N. move to expel South Africa 


The United States, Britain and France delivered an unpre- 


cedented triple-veto Wednesday, killing an African resolution 
recommending the cxpluslon of South African from the 
United Nations. The council voted 10-3 with two abstentions in 
favor of excluding South Africa from the world body because 
of Its racial policies, but the vetoes effectively stopped the 
move, which was backed by Communist and non-aligned na- 
tions. 


Saigon police, demonstrators battle 


Police In Saigon yesterday beat up a dozen anti-government 


congressmen and a Catholic priest and fought with small 
bands of rock-throwing demonstrators. Witnesses said the 
demonstrators had participated in a parade against corrup- 
tion in government. At least 30 civilians and an unknown 
number of police were Injured. In aothcr area of the city a 
group of Buddhists fought with police. A 24-hour curfew was 
put on the region. 


Dutch troops free 16 hostages

Nixon improved, but still critical 


LONG BEACH? Calif. (UPI) -Former 


President Richard M. Nixon was de- 
scribed by his doctors Wednesday as im- 
proved but still in critical condition, suf- 
fering pain, restlessness and nausea. 


Ronald' Zlegler, former White House 


pi-ess secretary, said Nixon almost died 
Tuesday afternoon but was pulled out of 
shock by fast action by his doctors. 


The 61-year-old chief executive has a 


strong will to live and the strength and 
courage to pull through, Ziegler said. 


Nixon was under watch around the 


clock at Long Beach Memorial Hospital 
with emergency resuscitation equipment 
at his bedside. 


A midmornlng medical bulletin said 


Nixon appeared to be in more stable con- 
dition Wednesday after a sudden deterio- 
ration of his circulatory system and In- 
ternal bleeding following the operation 
on his groin to prevent movement of 
blood clots. 


"It appears that his internal bleeding 


has stopped," the bulletin said. "His vi- 
tal signs are stable." 


Ziegler, one of the few aides to remain 


with Nixon after his resignation Aug. 9, 
talked with newsmen briefly at the hospi- 
tal at noon. 


"I don't think I need to tell you that we 


almost lost the former President yester- 
day afternoon," Zlegler said. "The doc- 
tors pulled him out of a very dangerous 
situation." 


Ziegler was asked about "reports" that 


Nixon's mental and emotional state is 
such that he has lost the will to live. 


"I know the former President has not 


lost the will to live," Zlegler said. "I 
think he has viewed the entire hospital 
stay with a great deal of courage. He's a 
man of great strength and courage and 
he'll pull out oflt." 


Dr. John Lungren, Nixon's personal 


physician, and Dr. Eldon B. Hickman, 


who performed surgery to block blood 
clots, said that "at this time it would be 
premature to provide a prognosis" on 
Nixon's chances for recovery. 


The doctors said Nixon was in pain and 


experiencing restlessness and occasional 
nausea. 


Lungren said he had talked with Presi- 


dent Ford's White House physician, Dr. 
William Lukash, Tuesday night and 
Wednesday morning and that Lukash 
"expressed President Ford's deep con- 
cern over Mr. Nixon's condition. 


"He asked me to convey to the former 


president and Mrs. Nixon that his pray- 
ers are for his full and complete recov- 
ery," Lungren said. 


Mrs. Pat Nixon and daughters Julie 


Elsenhower and Tricia.Cox were at Long 
Beach Memorial Hospital Wednesday. 
Mrs. Betty Ford, who recently under- 
went surgery for breast cancer, called 
Mrs. Nixon Wednesday to express her 
best wishes In a time of severe strain, 
the White House disclosed. 


Meanwhile in Washington, a lawyer for 


Nixon, citing the former president's ill- 


ness, Wednesday withdrew a court mo- 
tion seeking to have his White House 
tapes and documents rushed to Califor- 
nia to enable him to prepare for testi- 
mony in the Watergate coverup trial. 


Attorney Herbert J. Miller said he 


withdrew the motion, which was filed 
Friday, because of the "unfortunate cir- 
cumstance" — a reference to Nixon's 
critical condition. 


Miller said the material will not be 


needed until Nixon Improves, "God will- 
ing."

Ford Motor profits cut 50% 
—worker productivity skids

Ford Motor Co. Wednesday said Its 


profits wcro cut in half, and the Labor 
Department said the nation's worker pro- 
ductivity skidded at an annual rate of 3 
per cent In the last quarter. 


One economist said the continuing de- 


cline of output per man hour, along with 
a continuing lack of growth In the gross 
national product, will convince business 
to reduce costs by idling even more 
workers. 


Ford Chairman Henry Ford II and 


President Lee laccoca said the No. 2 
automaker would have to cut costs be- 
cause of its sagging profits. They said 
Ford's profits were down from $95 mill- 
ion to $47 million during the third quarter 
— the worst In seven years — despite 
record sales. 


For the first nine months of the year, 


profits of the Big Three automakers were 
down 72.4 per cent and the lowest since 
1961. 


The auto Industry Is closely watched as 


a barometer of the economy because It 
directly or indirectly Is responsible for 
the employment of one out of every six

materials and is an important index of 
consumer attitudes about purchases.

survivors were flown the 1,500 miles 
back to Edmonton and were hospitalized 
with frostbite and lacerations. 


A Royal Canadian Mounted Police 


spokesman at division headquarters in 
Yellowknife, said police and Ministry of 
Transport officials were at the scene 
working in temperatures well below zero 
to recover bodies.

federal chnrfics wcro filed Wednesday 


osninst Lulgl M. (Lou) DiFonzo, the man 
suspected of bilking local Investors out of 
$J.5 million from n DCS Plalnes-basod sil- 
ver commodities trading firm, In con- 
nection with (ho S-l.n million Purolator 
Security Co. theft. 


Warrants were Issued for DiFonzo, 28, 


and two other men charging them with 
bank burglary, bank larceny and use of 
explosives to commit a felony. Six men 
hnvc now been charged In the Oct. 20 
heist. 


DIKonzo is being described by some 


sources close to the probe as the possible 
mastermind of the scheme. Federal 
agents and Scotland Yard were seeking 
DiFonzo ami two other men in George- 
town on Grand Cayman Island in the 
West Indies. 


Federal Iluronu of Investigation agents 


have been circulating DIFoiuo's picture 
throughout Chicago since Friday, The 
Herald has learned. 


AN KIM INVESTIGATOR, reporting on 


a joint investigation by the FBI and Scot- 
land Yard, also said that customs auth- 
orities on Grand Cayman Island in the 
West Indies opened two suitcases "cram- 
med lull with U.S. paper currency" and 
returned them to DiFonzo. 


The FDI said none of the loot carted 


from the money stronghold on Chicago's 
Near North Side Oct. 20 had been recov- 
ered. U.S. Attorney James R. Thompson, 
said the loot probably was shared by six 
or seven men believed to have been in- 
volved In the burglary. 


A federal grand jury Wednesday in- 


dicted three men In the history-making 
theft. 


An FBI complaint filed in U.S. District 


Court said one of the Indicted men. self- 
styled masler criminal Peter J. Gushl, 
has admitted he took part in tlio massive 
burglary and "received a sum of mon- 
ey." 


IN A ID-PAGE affidavit attached to the 


complaint, FBI Special Agent Roman W. 


Strotton said the three men, accom- 
panied by Gushl, drove the money in Dl- 
Fonzo's automobile to Columbus, Ohio, 
and charged a flight to Miami, Fin. 
From Miami, the complaint charged, Di- 
Fonzo flew on to Grand Cayman with 
about S1.5 million. 


Stratton's affidavit said the men car- 


ried "about eight fairly large bags of 
family luggage" — which authorities be- 
lieve held about COO pounds of hnrd-to- 
tracc. $10, $20 and $30 bills — when they 
passed through a Columbus airport. 


The FBI said the four men registered 


at an airport motel in Miami. Gushl later 
returned to Chicago and DiFonzo char- 
tered a plane and flew on, apparently 
alone, to the Caribbean hideaway, the in- 
vestigator said. 


The FBI said that when DiFonzo ar- 


rived at Grand Cuymnn he carried a 
briefcase and two large suitcases "so 
heavy cacli required two men to place 
them in the plane." 


Agents said they learned customs offi- 


cials ordered the luggage' opened and 
found it crammed with U.S. paper cur- 
rency. All of It was returned to DiFonzo, 
agents said. 


THE FBI AFFIDAVIT said Gushi tried 


by phone to charter a boat from Islamo- 
rada, Fin., to Grand Cayman but marina 
officials said they refused because of bad 
weather. 


Stratton said Gushi identified himself, 


DiFonzo and Charles Marznno as "major 
participants" In the vault looting. 


The federal grand jury indicted Gushi, 


47; Ralph Marrcra, 51, a suspended se- 
curity guard accused of being the "inside 
man" in the breaching of the vault; and 
James "Jimmy the Greek" Mnnlatls, ac- 
cused of supplying the van in which in- 
vestigators said the money was carted 
nway.

WOODEN FORMS showing the entire 


structure of the nude female bather are 
in place but it may be as long as three 
weeks before they are prepared to begin 
receiving black Norwegian granite ag- 
gregate, which is to be packed solidly 
within the forms. 


Carl Nesjar, Norwegian artist who col- 


laborated with Pablo Picasso on 16 other 
concrete sculptures, will pack the aggre- 
gate into the forms using a vibrating rod 
to be sure all spaces and crevices are 
well filled. Thin liquid concrete then is 
pumped Into the forms, from the bottom, 
until the structure is filled and starts 
running out the top, said a spokesman 
for Gould. Nesjar Is the only artist Pi- 
casso authorized to construct sculptures 
with the process. 


Once the concrete is well-hardened, the 


forms are removed. The aggregate has 
been coated with the concrete, and will 


appear white. 


Nesjar then will draw on the concrete, 


creating detail with a sandblasting gun 
to remove the outer coating of concrete 
leaving black lines. 


The 28-foot tall structure will weigh 


more than 50 tons. 


Visitors to the site will see the process, 


known as Betograving, in all stages. 
Guides will explain what Nesjar and his 
artisans are doing as they work. Visitors 
will be received on a viewing platform. 


GOULD OBTAINED the Picasso last 


February, after negotiating with the art- 
ist for more than a year before his death 
in 1973. Rights finally were obtained 
from the Louisiana Museum near Co- 
penhagen, which originally had secured 
the work. It will be the second major 
outdoor sculpture by the famous artist in 
the Chicago area, joining the metal 
sculpture at the downtown Chicago Civic 
Center. 


Work originally had been scheduled to 


start last May, and then was postponed 
to July but did not get under way until 
October. 


The $31 million Gould center covers 40 


acres, and when completed will include a 
10-story tower, a sports center and sev- 
eral smaller office buildings. Already oc- 
cualed is the research and development 
building. A management building, de- 
scribed by officials as a "minicollege" 
for Gould personnel, and the tower are 
under construction.

"I come hero, about onco a 
week ... to buy everyday things." 


Convenience is why people remain 


close to home when they do their' 
shopping, the storcowncrs say. Even 
with the downtowns of nearby com- 
munities nnd the massive Woodficld 
and Rondhurst shopping centers, 
residents tend to stay within the vil- 
lage limits. 


Buffalo Grove, unlike nearby com- 


munities, exists without a downtown 
area. For many suburbs, downtown 
Is the focal point and its existence 
helps people Identify with the place 
where they live or work. Its shops 
and businesses compose the lifeline 
of the community. 


IN BUFFALO GUOVE. most of the 


shopping is restricted to three areas: 
Buffalo Grovo Mail at Dundee and 
Arlington Heights roads, Ranch Mart 
at Dundee and Buffalo Grove roads 
and the Duncll Center on Dundee. 


Expansion in Buffalo Grove Is on 


the minds of developers. Ranch Mart 
will almost double in size with n pro- 
posed project adding more than 
50,000 square feet. A new .shopping 
center called Plaza Verde is under 
construction on Dundee Road, west 
of Arlington Heights Road. 


Village officials arc thinking of a 


town center which would feature a 
shopping center, offices, recreational 
center and other facilities. The dis- 
trict, to be developed on an 80-acrc 
site between Buffalo Grovo Road and 
III. Rtc. 83, north of Lake-Cook 
Road, is to be a community focal 
point. 


Many merchants bcllcvo the future 


of Buffalo Grove commerce remains, 
in tho present shopping centers. 


"Shopping centers arc hero to stay, 


as long as there are the right 
typo of stores and the right type of 
merchandise," said Herbert Pink, 
manager of Plaza Shoes at Ranch 
Mart. 


PINK, WHO HAS run the store for 


almost five years, said he tries to 
maintain an "old-fashioned neighbor- 
hood store.

Doyle said, adding that a portion of 
the sales tax goes to the village, 
which in turn provide services to 
residents.

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IEA checklist ignores nasty issues 


Today is Halloween, and It's also the 


day Nevada entered the Union and the 
day Martin Luther signed one of the 
principal documents of the Reformation 
In'IS 17. 


This week has a number of other holi- 


days. Sunday was Theodore Roosevelt's 
birthday and also "Good Bear Day." 
Monday was the anniversary of the 
founding of Harvard University and 
Tuesday was James Boswcll's birthday. 


In addition, this Is American Education 


Week. 


I'm not sure which of the events listed 


above Is most Important, primarily be- 
cause things like "Education Week" usu- 
ally end up cither as non-observances or 
periods when some special interest group 
goes to work to promote Its own cause. 


This year, American Education Week 


is being celebrated by the traditional bul- 
letin boards In schools, by some place- 
mots printed by people In High School 
Dlst. 214 and being used In local restau- 
rants, and by the Illinois Education 
Assn., the state's largest teachers' union. 


TIIK IEA CELEBRATION Is the most 


interesting. The IEA has distributed leaf- 
lets with a checklist of questions they 
suggest parents ask about their school. 
The questions relate to a set of school 
standards drawn up by the IEA and di- 
vided Into lists for teachers, principals 
and PTA leaders. 


Looking at the list of questions Is 


educational — and Indirectly says some- 
thing, I suspect, about the problems fac-

Ing education today. 


The leaflet, for example, suggests par- 


ents ask their child's teachers whether 
he or she has a teachers aide to grade 
papers and do clerical tasks, whether 
there is one full-time counselor for each 
250 students In the school and whether 
there are more than 20 students in the 
child's class. 


THE QUESTIONS for the school prin- 


cipal Include ines about playground su- 
pervision, evaluation of teachers and 
whether substitute teachers arc fully cer- 
tltcd teachers. 


There arc other questions, of course, 


and taken together they probably will 
give a parent a pretty good idea about 
programs In the school. 


But there arc some questions that 


aren't asked — and that I suspect the 
IEA would not want to suggest. 


For example, the leaflet doesn't sug- 


gest parents ask how much the school 
'district would have to raise taxes to 
bring classes down to 20 children each. It 
also doesn't suggest parents ask how 
large a raise the IEA plans to demand in 
salary negotiations. Nor, in fact, are 
there any specific questions relating to a 
teacher's personal philosophy of educa- 
tion. 


I DON'T MEAN the lEA's questions, 


or oven the standards they have drawn 
up for schools, are not good. But they 
aren't complete, and they don't really 
address themselves to some public con- 
cerns. 


For example, a mother said to me 


recently, "The only thing I hope for ev- 
ery year when my kids start school is 
that they won't get a teacher who will 
completely crush and destroy them." 


That mother, who is well-educated and 


upper-middle class, doesn't seem to have 


much faith in teachers and the teaching 
process. And I have the feeling that in- 
stead of suggesting that 
classrooms 


should have just 20 children (a sugges- 
tion many take to mean teachers don't 
want to work), the IEA probably should 
be addressing itself to the widespread 
disenchantment with teachers in general. 


Oh, I've read enough arguments be- 


tween school boards and teachers about 
"accountability" to know school boards 
tend to blame teachers for the schools' 
failings and teachers tend to blame 
boards and administrators. 


I also know that in public schools In 


the last few years, questions of responsi- 
bility and "accountability" have become 
politicized. Various societal problems 
have been laid on education, and educa- 
tors — and much of the time they are 
getting a bad rap because the problems 
are beyond solution. 


BUT EDUCATION and educators have 


been caught up In the widespread dis- 
appearance of faith that has affected oth- 
er institutions. 


The IEA questionnaire is an attempt to 


involve parents in education, presumably 
hoping they will understand it and be 
more friendly toward it. 


But the IEA probably should also ad- 


dress itself to the nastiest questions 
asked about educators in general and 
teachers' unions in particular. It might 
be more useful than a checklist.

thing — layoffs. In Chrysler's case it 
may also mean the closing of an entire 
assembly plant for good, not just a 
couple of weeks. 


Townsend said that if sales don't pick 


up In the next month, Its Jefferson Ave- 
nue assembly plant in Detroit, where 
Chryslers and luxury Imperials are built, 


will be closed. The chain reaction on 
unemployment will go far beyond the 
5,000 workers at the 67-year-old plant. 
. CHRYSLER IS Detroit's largest em- 
ployer and some United Auto Workers 
sources say a Shutdown at Jefferson Ave- 
nue could mean the loss of another 20,000 
jobs at Chrysler and in supplier plants. It 
would also result in layoffs for the work- 
ers who fill candy machines, at laundries 


that clean and repair shop aprons and in 
the hundreds of small stores and bars 
surrounding the plant on Detroit's East1 
Side. 


"If they close the plant they knock 


5,000 guys out onto the streets and what 
the hell they gonna do," said Walter A. 
Smith; a 37-year-old paint sprayer at the 
plant. 


Townsend said Chrysler still has about 


$250 per car in unrecovered costs and 
will probably raise its prices again be- 
fore Christmas. That won't help sales but 
it won't be the main reason for their 
slump. 


"THE NO. 1 THING affecting the auto 


market is consumer confidence," he 
said. "It overrides'any other reason for 
sales being down.' 


"People have been asked not to buy 


and they've behaving. What we need, 
and I would like to see the President be- 
gin, is a major program to encourage 
auto sales."

but even before the Introductions were 
completed the'housewives began calling 
out, "Is this another government rip- 


off?" and "Who do you people really- 
represcnt?" 


Both Miss Steorts and Tyler explained 


to the women that the proposed changes 
were technical and that if carried out 
could represent actual price reductions 
at the meat counter. 


Tyler said the changes would mean 


more beef would be considered of prime 
grade, and,' by following the "laws of 
supplies and demand, this will mean low- 


er prices." 


Another shouted, "What you're doing Is 


telling us that we are going to say there 
are 14 ounces to the pound and you will 
get more for your money." 


THE LEADER. Mrs. Schakowsky, was 


not near a microphone but shouted 
across the room. "This Is a plain ripoff 
of the consumer. We are opposed to any- 
thing that will give us less for our dol- 
lars." 


Then she demanded of Miss Steorts, 


"Are you representing us?" Before Miss 
Steorts could reply, Mrs. Schakowsky 
said, "You're supposed to be defending 
tie consumer and we wanted to know 
right now if you are with us or against 
us." 


Miss Steorts said the questions wer» 


improper and that she would have • 
statement when the information sessions 
are completed. 


End inflation 
via spending 
curb: Crane 


Inflation will continue to plague the 


American public until Congress Is forced 
to spend within Its means, said U.S. Rep. 
Philip M. Crane, R-12th, at an Insurance 
Industry conference Wednesday In Rose- 
mont. 


Crane told a gathering of the Notional 


Assn. of Mutual Insurance Companies 
the "profoundly Immoral" Inflationary 
tnx can be traced to overspending by 
Congress. 


"The tragic fact Is this Is good politics 


In the short run," Crane said. The public 
hai> been confused by the popular defini- 
tions of inflation, which Include rising 
prices, he continued. Crane said an ex- 
pansion of the money supply Is the true 
definition of Inflation and rising prices Is 
a by-product of this. 


Tho Inflation rate could reach as high 


as IS per cent by 1975 if the public docs 
not force Congress to limit spending, 
Crane said. Ho cited the Increasing 
amount of money to finance the federal 
budgit deficit as a major factor in the 
Inflation upturn. With the exceptions of 
military, pension and debt retirement 
spending, Crane favors across-the-board 
budget cuts to balance the federal budg- 
et. 


A SECOND major factor in the burden 


of rapidly rising prices for the public and 
small businesses is ovcrrcgulation and 
"paper pushing" requirements, Crane 
said. He criticized federal intervention in 
pollution control, safety and the regu- 
lation of advertising. 


Tho demise of small business will lead 


to lha eventual takeover by largo com- 
panies, Crane sold. He called for less 
government Intervention as a means to 
halt this trend. Crane advised the Insur- 
ance representatives not to despair about 
current economic trends, and to avoid 
I ho "Chicken Little syndrome running 
amok In our country." 


Inflation and the economic outlook 


wcto discussed by speaker Edward B. 
Rust, president of State Farm Insurance 
Group and Immediate past president of 
the U.S. Chamber of Commerce. Rust 
predicts n further decline in housing 
starts and auto production, rising unem- 
ployment and at best a flat growth rate 
for the Gross National Product In 1975. 


Rust does not foresee a significant de- 


cline In the rate of Inflation In the next 
several months. This will mean rising 
costs for Insurance premiums as the cost 
of claims Increases, he said. The failure 
of Insurance companies In some states 
wll! Impose added costs for balling out 
the ailing firms, ho said. 


ItOUKKT P. MAYO, president of the 


Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago, said 
the unprecedented Inflation of 1073-1074 
was the result of many factors. "In the 
pcispcctlve of 20-20 hindsight, It seems to 
mo that monetary policy also played a 
role In adding to Inflationary pressures," 
Mayo said. 


Ho discounted tho suggestion that a 


fixed rate for monetary growth should be 
established. Mayo said his agency has 
"no magic wands to wave." Useful legis- 
lation coordinated with monetary policy 
Is necessary to dampen Inflation and re- 
sume normal economic growth, he said.

obesity is the recommendation of a broad group of well-recog- 
nized scientists, including physicians and nutritionists. Their 
recommendations should be considered as from the best 
available source, as opposed to some untrained individual's 
unscientific opinion. 


We have no method to control tho kind of material printed 


and available to the public, as we do in tho control of prod- 
ucts, such as foods and drugs. That is the problem. Within the 
medical profession and associated disciplines, we have scien- 
tific journals. To publish something in these the article must 
be reviewed by a competent editorial board. 


For this reason you will not read in these Journals on nutri- 


tion or biochemistry or circulation any statement like you 
sent time. The board will recognize at once the errors in such 
statements, and it will be rejected. Unfortunately, we have 
no way of doing this outside our scientific journals. To do so 
would involve a form of censorship that might be worse. 


You may be interested to know that those people who have 


popularized no carbohydrates or eight glasses of water a day, 
or swallowing lecithin pills have never been able to do work 
of sufficient quality to be suitable for publication in a scien- 
tific journal.

uithnut n permit as required by Illinois solid-waste disposal 
regulations. 


PnLitinc Village Mgr. Anton Horwig said he was surprised 


by the stntc complaint. "We're going to ask that they recon- 
sider, because we're tho ones who Initiated the application for 
the permit." he said. 


The permit application was begun In May for a landfill site 


near the Intersection of Northwest Highway and Smith Street. 
Dirt from water leak holes and street sweepings arc disposed 
lit the site. "We have no reason to expect that the permit will 
not he granted," lie said. 


Hlchard Brlcclnml, director of the Illlnlos EPA, said July 27 


was the deadline for obtaining the necessary permits. The 
tomplalnt'i (lied against the village and several other Illi- 
nois landfill operators represent an effort to protect citizens 
from problem* that accompany Improperly-operated landfills 
or Illegal garbage dumps. "Garbage dumps can cause both 
air and water pollution and can serve as breeding grounds for 
rats, mice and Insects," he said.

Power line pollution? 


Power line pollution: it's n hot Issue, according to a recent 


.irticle in the Conservation News, publication of tho National 
Wildlife Federation. 


Tratumisiion technology has reached the point where lines 


carr>ln?{ 7(T>.000 volts arc operating in a number of states and 
lines dHpncd to cnrry 2 million volts arc being developed, 
-.ild «nlcr Loube B. Young. "In the vicinity of these lines Is 
.m Intense electric field which causes small but continuous 
currents to run in everything near the line — the ground, tho 
pl.inN, the farmer on his tractor," she said. 


The electric field can be demonstrated by carrying an or- 


dinary fluorescent bulb in one's hand walking In the vicinity 
of the line. The bulb lights up without batteries, cords or 
metallic connections to the ground. 


Recent laboratory studies In the U. S. turned up evidence of 


biological effects from similar electromagnetic fields, she con- 
tinued. The effects range from chromosome damage to 
high blood pressure and alternations in the levels of blood 
protein, fats and cholesterol. 


The other principal pollution hazard from high tension lines 


results from the generation of ozone and other chemicals. 
Persistent exposure to concentrations of ozone more than .05 
parts per million causes lung tissue damage, she said. The 
writer called for state or federal regulation of the safety of 
the installations before further commitments arc made to this 
technology. 


6 cranes make safe trek 


Six of 4B known surviving whooping cranes arrived safely at 


their winter nesting grounds at Aransas Wildlife Refuge on 
the Texas Gulf Coast, officials reported. Four more whoopers 
were seen in the Kansas City area and were believed near the 
refuge. 


Forty-seven of the near extinct birds left the refuge last 


spring for the summer months. Officials arc hoping for an 
increased u hooper population once all the birds have arrived.

'Special kind of dignity' 


They possess a special kind of 


dignity that rises far above the 
acres of flat, new subdivisions that 
surround them. Even when they 
arc used on this Halloween night 
to symbolize the specter of ghosts 
and goblins from the shadowy past, 
they maintain that dignity. 


There are fewer and fewer of 


them today, for civilization and 
progress carry a fearful price. The 
wrecking ball and the bulldozer are 
no respecters of history and tradi- 
tion, and in a few brief moments 
they can reduce what has been a 
monument to our ancestors to a 
heap of dusty debris. 


They are the old homes and the 


stately mansions which dot the old- 
er neighborhoods in the Northwest 
suburbs. They deserve a special 
kind 
of recognition and 
pre- 


servation for their reflection of an 
earlier, quieter lifetime in the 
American Midwest. 


This week The Palatine Herald is 


carrying a series of profiles of 
some of the landmark homes in 
that suburb. It shouldn't surprise 
any long-time resident that there 
remain at least a few old homes 
with oaken beams, wide staircases, 
cupolas and the trappings of a 


much more relaxed era in the his- 
tory of this area. 


More than merely detailing the 


interiors and exteriors of these old 
homes, the stories detail the loving 
attention these homes receive from 
their owners, whose grandparents 
and great-grandparents frequently 
built and lived in these mansions. 


The owners' enthusiasm is con- 


' tagious, and their activism reflects 
a growing trend in this land to pre- 
serve the old and beautiful for fu- 
ture generations to enjoy. 


We hope that the men and wom- 


en who govern our communities 
follow the example of these home- 
owners. A conscious public policy 
of preserving what is worthwhile, 
coupled with the actions of individ- 
uals, will help preserve this archi- 
tectural beauty. 


As a community and as a nation, 


we should not forget the quiet 
paths of history which wind away 
behind us. Even though today is 
Halloween, old graceful mansions 
should not be allowed to become 
haunted; they should remain as a 
vital, living part of our suburban 
past, present and future.

Nov. 5 holiday for all county employ- 
es. 


Suburban Republicans, who control 


few of the county jobs, voted "yes." 
City Democrats, who will benefit 
most by freeing a patronage army to 
work election day, added their sup- 
port. 


Only Comr. Floyd Fullc offered a 


comment. "I hope Illinois will bo- 
como a leader In declaring this day a 
holiday," he said. 


Three cheers for that comment. 
Illinois has become infamous as 


the birthplace of political crooks. 
Chicago is the recent location of the 
largest cosh robbery In U.S. history. 
Not long ago one of Illinois' U.S. Son- 
nlors waged all-out battle In Con- 
Kress lo name the marigold the na- 
tional flower. 


The time has come for this state to 


do something reasonable and respon- 
sive that could set a nationwide trend 
or could end Congress' confusion 
over current holiday dates. 


In n country that was founded on 


principles of basic freedoms and 
rights, Including the right to vote, 
nothing discourages voter turnouts 
more than election procedures. 


Registration In Cook County, until 


recently, required a trip to the Loop. 
Polling places In many Illinois coun- 
ties close at 6 p.m. During popular 
voting hours, long lines become frus- 
trating. 


The Interested, concerned voter 


will overcome roadblocks to the 
polls. Neither sleet, nor snow, nor 
rain, nor hall will deny the party loy- 
alist's vote, but the Interested voter 
Is becoming more of a rarity as the 
percentage of voting Americans de- 
clines. 


Predictions of a low voter turnout 


on Nov. 5 resound this year and local 
elections may become a Republican 
throw-away.

most from roadblocks to voting. The 
machine vote Is guaranteed, and 
anything that keeps the opposition 
from the polls contributes added im- 
portance to every machine vote. 


Election day Is a holiday In other 


countries. In some countries voting is 
more than a one-day affair.

Bowl advances to noxt Wednesday's 
opening round of the state playoffs as the 
MSL's representative. That's one team 
for a conference that will have 13 varsity 
teams next fall. No othor league in Class 
SA^thc largest school division) lias that 
many teams!

in have (his playoff game, it can only 
send ono team. 


The only other chance is for the Super 


Bowl runner-up to finish with an 80 per 
cent or better winning record. Neither 
Horsey (G-2) or Schaumburg (7-1) would 
qualify if either is the loser Friday night. 


Meanwhile, the Buffalo Grove Bison 


have concluded their season with a spar- 
kling 7-1 record, having missed a perfect 
season by a one-point loss to Hersey. But 
the Bison are going nowhere. 


Under a system whereby the MSL 


would send the North and South champs 
directly into the state tournament, Buf- 
falo Grove could have possibly'advanced 
as an at-large berth if one were avail- 
able.

the principals' meetings, the state play- 
offs versus the Super Bowl came up, ac- 
cording to Hubert Haskcll, Elk Grove's 
principal and the president of the MSL. 


"It was our decision to stay with the 


Super Bowl," said Haskell. 


"We knew what the Super Bowl was 


because we've had it the last few years 
and it's brought quite a bit of publicity to 
the league." 


The MSL championship game also 


brings in over $1,000 (after expenses) to 
the Board of Control's (principals) fund. 
The 1973 game realized a profit of $1,600. 


"I don't think that's the major crite- 


rion — the money we make from 
It," 


continued Haskcll. "But I'm just talking 
as an Individual." 


There's also money to be made from 


hosting the state playoffs. With two MSL 
teams in the tournament, there's the pos- 
sibility that several games could be hos- 
ted in the area. 


If the MSL's champion should win its 


opener next Wednesday, it will host the 
quarterfinal game the following Satur- 
day. According to an IHSA official, the 
MSL team — if it continues to win — 
could possibly have the semifinal game 
on its home field, too! (The finals for all 
classes will be played at Illinois State 
University in Normal.) 


The IHSA spokesman also explained 


the potential these playoff games had as 
a money maker. If there's a crowd of 
5,000 at, say $2 a ticket, that's $10,000 
gross. Subtracting $1,000 for expenses 
and $250 for officials, he said the IHSA 
would then take 40 per cent of the $8,750 
with the two teams getting 30 per cent 
each or $2,625. However, this Is just hy- 
pothetical. 


When asked If the MSL could work out 


n special system whereby any playoff 
money might be pooled Into a conference 
fund as tho Super Bowl does, the IHSA 
official said, "I'm sure they could. If the 
MSL Is a participant in the game, they'd 
get a 30 per cent." 


"I don't think it would be a possi- 


bility," said Haskell. "Once a team's In 
the IHSA tournament, it has no con- 
nection with the league." 


Nevertheless, it's worth investigating 


further. This is especially so because 
with two teams in the tourney, the poten- 
tial for hosting several games is always 
possible. 


Also, with two teams representing the 


conference, there would be some years 
when they'd meet since both would be In 
the same bracket. It could happen in the 
first, second or semifinal game. 


Can you Imagine two MSL teams battl- 


ing in the semifinals? What a Super Bowl 
that would be! The winner going into the 
finals! 


"We wanted to wait and see what the 


state (tournament) was going to be like 
... to wait and make our decision ..." 
concluded Haskell. 


The principals will be meeting again in 


November. They then have until May 15 
to let the IHSA know if they wish to 
change their minds.

Fire executive vice-president Al Langc 


sold It: "If you're going 100 miles per 
hour, you want to work the brakes, too. 
It's not very comfortable In the passen- 
ger's scat." 


Or ... 
It's alright for Tom Origer to 


blow lib millions, but lo and behold, may 
the good Man Upstairs help anyone else 
Mho tries. 


Monday afternoon, Origer threatened 


to leave the passenger's seat, announcing 
his Fire would fold with three games to 
play. It was sold "financial reasons" had 
caused his decision. At least, that was 
the Idea. 


What a ploy. How beautifully executed. 


Origer knew ho could unleash the shot 
heard around the World. So ho did and 
bang, down came commissioner Gary 
Davidson. 


He'd been saying it for weeks: League 


founder Davidson must go or wo'rc 
Impeding progress. The word la that 
some owners agreed . . . until you tried 
taking a formal vote. 


During recent days, many of the man's 


comment* were viewed as Origer hangs 
himself again. Uut he was one step 
urn-nil. 


Getting noplace with his basic de- 


mands, Origer said the hell with this 
nol»o and took his own vote. Ho came out 
on lop, 1-0. 


Jt happened Tuesday at O'Harc Inter- 


national Hotel way up on the top floor 
where, we are told, all Interested parties 
acted In a friendly and congenial man- 
ner. It was a love-In, they said. 


Origer went into Tuesday's hurrled-up 


session very sure of his cards. Had the 
man bent, mutilated, stapled or folded up 
his Fire, the World Football League 
would certainly die. 


And nothing Gary Davidson could say 


or do would matter. That's what Origer 
knew. And when everyone else dis- 
covered his Intentions were serious, they 
finally smartened up. 


How much was bluff on Origer's part? 


I think very little. We're talking about a 
guy who's losing $800,000 cash during one 
of America's worst economic years since 
World War II. 


As Langc puts it, "With all the hustle 


and bustle this year, everyone tried to 
dream. This was the worst year to 
dream. It was like getting a great in- 
spiration In 1029." 


So to Origer, the Idea of anyone else 


losing money for him was quite unfath- 
omable. He's paid more than $300,000 to 
the WFL lo help offset its $2 million debt, 
cover the Detroit and Jacksonville dis- 
asters, keep other bereaved franchises 
allvo and put one-half million bucks in 
Larry Csonka's bank account. 


The way Origer saw It, there was no 


end In sight. Unless he just ended the 
entire league. That's what Tuesday's 


Mike Klein 


meeting was all about. Make some 
changes, he said, or die. 


Now you've got a new top man in for- 


mer WFL legal counsel Donald J. Regan, 
a six-owner executive committee and 
transfer of league offices from Newport 
Beach, Calif., to New York City. 


These are all good moves. So is keep- 


ing Davidson within the group as a 
Southern California Sun owner, member 
of the six-man executive committee and 
chairman of league expansion. The guy 
Is a promoter, not an administrator, 
which has been well proven. 


"Let's face it, the man (Davidson) has 


assets," Longe said yesterday. "He's not 
a bum and anyone who'd suggest that 
doesn't know what he's talking about. 
Gary's a promoter and If we don't use 
those strengths, we're just hurting our- 
selves." 


There's a very real question how well 


Origer, Davidson, chairman John Bassett 


of Memphis and the others will work as a 
six-man executive committee. 


Will there be resentment of Origer? Af- 


ter all, if the WFL can outgrow David- 
son, will it look kindly upon Origer after 
regaining some strength? 


The man did pull a smoothie. Origer 


got everyone into his backyard, 
then 


threw the ball and caught the pass which 
scored the points that changed the 
World. Some people might not take kind- 
ly to that treatment. 


But the World Football League cannot 


afford any more hassles or bickering. 
It's time for hard work. They must be 
determined that 1975 is more successful 
than 1974. 


They've got to eliminate that $2 million 


debt, refinance four teams and get anoth- 
er franchise planned far New York City, 
If not by next season then certainly for 
1976. The only decent available sight for 
next season would be the Yale Bowl. 


Yankee Stadium won't be ready for an- 
other year. 


Deals must be finalized for the Shreve- 


port and Charlotte franchises plus Jack- 
sonville and Orlando. Forget Detroit; it's 
not under consideration right now. 


"Money will come straight into the 


league office to pay back assessments," 
Lange said. "I'm not talking about new 
franchises, just refinancing the old ones. 
We can come pretty close to squaring 
this thing away. That's a top priority." 


That means attracting heavy investors 


which can't be done without an Improved 
television package, major league sta- 
diums and heavy advertising. 


Also, limited partnerships are a great 


idea, but having 32 get-rich-quick kids in 
Detroit bombed and it shouldn't be 
allowed again. "You're either able to 
hack It or you don't get to try," Lange 
said with an eye to the future. 


Origer said he's WFL stuff until at 


least January. Then he'll take a compass 
reading and decide which direction to 
head. Even if he sells out, I've got to like 
his actions Tuesday. 


As Lange said, "This was the first 


time we've ever grappled with reality. 
I'm pleased with the intelligence, aggres- 
sive posture and positive thinking. For 
the first time in quite a while, I'm con. 
vlnced the WFL can stand on its own two 
feet."

worked in more than a year, tine has had 
her share of offers. Most of them were 
unsuitable. One of them was "Get Christ- 
ie Love," ABC's super cool look at a 
black policewoman. The show has been 
acclaimed critically as garbage. 


"I didn't approve of the first script," 


she said. "I didn't like the character. She 
Just fell into the same roles of black 
women in the super-fly movies. When I 
was being considered for the part, they 
made me some promises that they would 
rewrite the scripts and remake the char- 
acter, but It didn't work out." 


NEVERTHELESS, Miss Tyson hasn't 


given up her quest for the right property. 
But she Is not overwhelmed by what she 
is offered. Again, it is mostly theatrical 
filth. 


"It's very depressing reading scripts 


these days," she said, "Half way through 
thorn, I'm still looking for something, but 
thero Is nothing there. Just this weekend, 
I read five scripts — it was embarassing. 
Who pays writers to write this kind of 
stuff!"

Beware the chimney 
and furnace fixers

It happens every fall. When crisp fall 


weather sets In, a number of fraudulent 
home repair operators start making the 
rounds of suburban and city neighbor- 
hoods in the Chicago metropolitan area. 


THEY'RE CALLED chimney shakers 


and "home wreckers" by Illinois Attor- 
ney General William Scott and the Better 
Business Bureau of Chicago. "Chimney 
shaking" as defined by Scott takes place 
after an unscrupulous repairman offers 
to Inspect a homeowners' chimney for a 
nominal charge. When the victim is out 
of sight, he shakes the chimney loose and 
offers to repair It for a sum of money. 
The system Is the same for furnace re- 
pair gypstcrs. 


"By the use of Innumerable scare tac- 


tics, these unscrupulous operators secure 
cash or signatures on contracts for fa- 
bulous sums," Scott said. "Although they 
claim that they arc doing necessary 
emergency service, often they wreck 
perfectly sound furnaces and chimneys." 


Among Scott's recent cases Involving 


"chimney shakers" Is a suit filed last 
week against William Griffin of 1212 Al- 
gonquin Road, Schaumburg. Griffin docs 
business as Gee and Sons, Inc., 6110 W. 
Second St. In Cicero. 


In a suit filed in Cook County Circuit 


Court against Griffin, Scott asks for 
a permanent injunction to bar Griffin's 
operations and a fine of $50,000. The suit 
also asks that Griffin reimburse custom- 
ers who have suffered because of his 
practices. Scott charged that Griffin and 
his associates made unsolicited visits to 
homeowners and claimed that immediate 
roofing and chimney repairs were 
needed. A majority of the victims sold 
scare tactics were used. Griffin may re- 
spond to the complaint before a hearing 
is set. 


IN A SIMILAR action last week, Scott 


filed suit against a Cicero firm doing 
business In Elmhurst for a home repair 
scheme. Once the repairmen had the 


money In hand, they did not complete the 
work or offered inferior quality work, the 
suit alleges. Liens were filed against 
homeowners' property because the oper- 
ators did not pay subcontractors even 
though the homeowners had paid for 
their work. 


In some cases, con men pose as regis- 


tered inspectors of chimneys, furnaces, 
and electrical wiring. Another approach 
Is an offer to clean and service furnaces 
for a bargain price because the repair- 
man "happened to be in the area." The 
"bargains" offered by fraudulent busi- 
ness operators may cost you thousands 
of dollars. For chimney and roofing jobs, 
one operator charged approximately 
$3,000 per customer. 


ONE AREA HOMEOWNER paid $8,600 


for a chimney repair job on a house val- 
ued at $7,500, said Jim Baumhart, direc- 
tor of operations for the Better Business 
Bureau of Chicago. "On chimneys, they 
may make excessive estimates," Baum- 
hart said. Frequently, the offer Is a cash 
deal. The operator will offer to accom- 
pany the customer to the bank for a sav- 
ings withdrawal. 


"Scare tactics of any type are never 


used by legitimate businesses," Baum- 
hart said. The repairman who tells you 
the furnace Is going to blow up or the 
chimney will topple on the children next 
door should be avoided, he said. 


BAUMHART ADVISED homeowners to 


check the company's reputation before 
signing a contract for repairs. A business 
cord or a name painted on a truck do not 
guarantee a legitimate business deal. 
Get two or three estimates of repair 
costs before you make a decision, he 
added.

Taxes 


Americans paid an average of $577 in 


taxes to state and local governments in 
fiscal 197? — a jump of $55 per person 
from the previous period, according to 
Commerce Clearing House report of the 
latest Census Bureau data. 


Per capita state-local tax burdens — 


which grew heavier in every state — 
ranged from a low of $342 in Arkansas to 
a high of $894 in New York (the first 
time the $800 level has been passed). The 
fiscal period saw Arkansas replace Ala- 
bama with the lowest per capita burden 
while New York remained at the top for 
the eighth straight year. 


California, with a per capita burden of 


$739 was in the runnerup spot. Close fol- 
lowers were Connecticut ($727) and Mas- 
sachusetts ($714). 


At the bottom of the scale, only Ar- 


kansas was below the $350 level, whereas 
in the prior fiscal period there were'four 
states — Mississippi, South Carolina, Ar- 
kansas and Alabama — with per capita 
burdens below the $350 level. 


The median burden was $514, a $53 


jump from fiscal 1972. The median State 
was Maine. 


Amounts of the increases in per capita 


tax burdens over fiscal 1972 ranged from 
a low of $13 in Delaware to a high of $105 
in New York. Besides Delaware, six oth- 
er states had increases of $25 or less. 
Twenty states and the District of Colum- 
bia had increases of $50 or more and six 
states registered gains of at least $75. 


By comparison, in fiscal 1972, four 


states had increases of $25 or less; twen- 
ty-two had Increases of $50 or more, and 
eight recorded jumps of $75 or more. 


Total state and local tax collections for 


fiscal 1973 were $121.10 billion, up $12.30 
billion from the $108.80 billion for the pri- 
or period. The 1973 figures represent a 
jump of almost 100 per cent from the 
revenues collected for fiscal 1967, $61.24 
billion. 


New York again led the states with a 


sum in excess of $16,3 billion, while Cali- 
fornia closely followed with $15.2 billion. 
Pennsylvania reached the $6.9 billion 
mark and Illinois nearly hit that level. 
Michigan pulled in more than $5.7 billion. 


Th rty-one states currently form the 


rankii of the "billionaires" club of states 
collecting at least one billion dollars, up 
three states from fiscal 1972.

NEW YORK (UP1) - You've hoard It 


before but It needs repeating. Homo safe- 
ty Isn't a once-and-dono thing. It requires 
constant vigilance. 


"When did you last make a safety 


check of conditions In your homo? Just 
how safe Is your homo?" 


Bethlehem Steel Corp. asks its employ- 


es these questions in Its company publi- 
cation. Bethlehem Review. We would all 
do well to answer them for ourselves. 


Everyone knows most accidents hap- 


pen at home. Everyone knows most of 
them could bo prevented with a little 
foresight. But how often do wo overlook 
unsafe conditions or even ignore them 
just because we're used to the torn spot 
In the hail carpet that's going to be re- 
placed anyway or the clutter on the cel- 
lar steps that's going to go as soon as wo 
find the time. 


Bethlehem asks ita employes to make 


a safety check NOW, and then make it a 
habit. Some questions to ask yourself as 
you go from room to room: 


KITCHEN — Arc sharp knives kept In 


a rack? Are there are least two flame- 
proof pot holders near the stove? No cur- 
tains near the stove as a fire hazard. Is 
there a tiro extinguisher handy? Arc 
stove controls childproof? Arc laundry, 
cleaning products and other harzardous 
materials clearly labeled and safely out 
of reach of children? Is lighting adequate 
for cutting and cooking chores? Is a stu- 
rdy stcpstool handy. 


BATH — Docs each bathtub and show- 


er have nonskld strips or a rubber mat? 
Does each have a sturdy grab bar? Is 
the medicine chest free of old pre- 
scriptions? Are ail medicines clearly In- 
talcd? Are medicines safely out of rendR 
of children? Arc electric outlets and ap- 


pliances where they can't be reached 
from tub or shower? Con the bathroom 
door lock be opened from the outside In 
an emergency? 


ATTIC — Is the stairway in good re- 


pair and well lighted? Is there a sturdy 
handrail and safety treads? Are the 
stairs completely clear of junk? Is the 
attic free of combustibles, such as old 
clothing, paper, magazines, old furniture 
— trash In other words? 


BASEMENT — All the attic questions 


apply. In addition, docs the door to the 
basement open towards you, rather than 
away which could invite a fall down- 
stairs? Hove furnace and chimney been 
inspected In the past year? Is the hot 
water thermostat adjusted so water is 
not scalding? Docs the hot water system 
have a pressure relief valve? 


GARAGE — Is floor free of grease and 


oil? Con garage lights be turned on from ' 
inside the house? Are overhead doors or 
roll-up doors properly balanced? Is pow- 
er equipment kept in a locked cabinet or 
otherwise protected from children?. Are 
garden tools hung safely on the wall and 
out of walking areas? Arc garden chem- 
icals stored safely? Is garage free of 
trash? 


WORKSHOP - Is the home workshop 


safe, all tools stored carefully, electric 
tools safe from curious youngsters? Arc 
there safety guards on oil electric tools?. 
Arc hazardous materials stored proper- 
ly? No oily rags or other combustibles? 


YARD — Arc outside steps in good re- . 


pair? Do they have handrails? Are they 
properly lighted? Are downspouts located 
so they don't discharge on walkways or 
steps? Arc basement window wells and 
other openings adequately covered? If 
you use a power lawn mower, do you 


keep youngsters and children out of the 
way? Do you wear steel-toed safety 
shoes? 


ELECTRICAL — Does the television 


lead-In wire have a grounded lightning 
arrester? Are electric washers and 
dryers, other power equipment grounded 
through a three-prong outlet or to a cold- 
water line? Do pull chains on light fix- 
tures have a plastic or insulated link? 
Arc fuses and circuit breakers labeled to 
identify outlets and fixtures they pro- 
tect? No oversize fuses, overloaded cir- 
cuits? Are extension cords, Christmas 
tree lights and other seasonal decora- 
tions in good condition? Is all wiring In 
good condition, no frayed or worn spots, 
no tangled cords on the floor? Arc all 
wall outlets used without multiple plugs? 
Arc outlets protected from curious tod- 
dlers?

ARI points out that pans of wa- 
ter on warm air registers won't give the 
humidity level of 30 to 40 per cent which 
is considered desirable; for this you need 
a home humidifier.

The Institute makes information 
available on specific models in its Di- 
rectory, which you may consult at your 
local contractor or dealer's office.

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Some tips for easy care floors 


In addition to the (act that hardwood 


floors arc more economical to maintain 
than any other kind, they require less of 
the housewife's time. 


Properly finished hardwooe floors need 


to be dry-mopped only occasionally to re- 
tain thdr warmth and glow. You may 
use a completely dry mop or one that is 
treated with oil-base dust and grime 
remover. Or you may use your vacuum 
cleaner to remove loose dust and dirt. 
Remember to mop — or "vac" — with 
the grain. 


Two or three times a year, when dirt 


build-up may become apparent, you may 
want to give the floors a cloan-and-wax 
job. It's not difficult. It's best to use a 
cleaner-wax with a solvent base. Never 
use a water-base wax on hardwood 
floors, nor a "self-polishing wax" unless 
it's waterless. 


Spread the cleaner-wax with a cloth or 


a fine steel wool pad; rub gently until 
grime and old wax can be wiped clean. 
Long handled applicators are usually 
available in hardware stores at a modest 
cost. Let the floor dry for about 20 min- 
utes or so, then buff It by hand, or with a 
buffer. (For durability, you may want to 
apply a second coat.) 


If cleaner-waxes are not used, you may 


want to give the floors a wax coating 
with a paste or liquid wax made specifi- 
cally for hardwood floors. This Is only a 
two-or4hreo-Um.es a year job, too. 


First, vacuum or dry mop. If old wax 


Is not discolored, new wax may be ap- 
plied over It. If it Is soiled or discolored, 
remove It with mineral spirits or naph- 
tha. Wax Is a cleansing agent Itself. A 
wax with a mineral spirits or naphtha 
base will loosen dirt and old wax so that 
it may bo picked up easily. Follow, the 
manufacturer's Instructions In applying 
new wax — and remember, two thin 
coats are preferable to one that may be 
laid on too thick. Again — buff with the 
grain. 


No matter how careful you and your 


family are, floor marks are going to ap- 
pear on your fine oak floors from time to 
time — heel marks, scratches, stains 
from standing water or other liquids 
dropped on the floor. 


But don't worry about them — unless 


someone has dropped something heavy 
that leaves deep dents, you can remove 
most of them easily. 


For most stains and marks, just rub 


lightly with, steel wool, then clean with a 
cloth dampened with vinegar, turpentine, 
or mineral spirits. Let it stand for a few 
minutes, then wipe dry. Repeat if neces- 
sary. If the mark is stubborn, sand it 
lightly with fine sandpaper and repeat 
the process. 


Heel marks may be removed by a liq- 


uid polishing wax applied with a pad of 
fine steel wool. 


Some of the more difficult stains may 


require wood bleach, but use It carefully 
to avoid discoloring the surrounding 
wood, and wear rubber gloves while ap- 
plying it with a damp cloth. Let it stand 
two or three minutes before wiping with 
a damp cloth. After the spot has dried, 
reflnish it to blend with the rest of the 
floor by wiping on a finish until it match- 
es. If your floor is finished with a pig- 
mcntcd penetrating sealer, some of this 
may bo applied to the bleached spot until 
it matches. 


You don't need to worry about refinlsh- 


ing your hardwood floors more often 
than every 10 or 15 years, under normal 
conditions. When the time comes, the Na- 
tional Oak Flooring Manufacturers' Asso- 
ciation warns against undertaking the 
task unless you or someone in the family 
Is a skilled "do-it-yourselfer." It's better 
to call on a floor contractor because Im- 
proper finishing can spoil your floors' 
beauty. 


The job involves sanding off the old 


finish (always with the grain), beginning 
with a coarse paper and progressing to 
finer grits, apply the now finish, waxing, 


and buffing. This procedure applies to 
new hardwood floors as well. 


Whether it's a newly laid floor or an 


older one which has just been sanded 
you'll want to make a choice of a good 
finish — it's going to last for another 10- 
IS years. Many different finishes are 
available, but the National Oak Flooring 
Manufacturers' Association recommends 
a penetrating sealer for nearly all resi- 
dential purposes. It wears only as the 
wood wears, and can be retouched (as 
when a bleaching agent removes the col- 
•or along with a stain). Penetrating sea- 
lers may be used as an undercoat for 
varnish, shellac, or urethane. 


If you use varnish, which is available 


in high, semi, or low gloss and gives a 
durable finish, keep in mind that varnish 
darkens somewhat with age and is diffi- 
cult to retouch. 


Shellac is a quick-drying finish which 


permits application of a second coat In a 
few hours and the floor can be used in 
eight hours from application. Doesn't 
darken with age,, but win spot from 
dropped liquids. 


Even faster drying than shellac is lac- 


quer,' but this requires considerable skill 
in application. It is easily retouched. 


Urethanes and ammo-resins are "new" 


finishes which provide highly durable 
surfaces and are moisture and scratch 
resistant. However, they're more ex- 
pensive than other finishes, but if a floor 
has a great deal of traffic (foyer) or is 
exposed to stains and spills (kitchen or - 
bathroom), the added cost may be justi- 
fied. Oil-modified urethanes are more 
frequently used in residential appli- 
cations because they are easier to apply 
than the moisture-cured types, and still 
provide excellent service, according to 
NOFMA.

Heating checkup insures safety 


Harold Hollub, president of Hollub 


Heating, Inc., 1020 W. Adanu, Chicago, 
urges annual fuel system checkups to 
help Insure safe and efficient use of natu- 
ral gas heating systems. 


A heating unit. Hollub said, "needs 


good ventilation through the flue and 
chimney." Having a heating contractor 
annually Inspect the system Is recom- 
mended. Yet, he explained, there are two 
simple tests which a homeowner can con- 
duct. "Checking the color of the flame is 
one Indication of proper combustion. It 
should be blue, or if dirt has clogged flue 
passages or air openings it could have an 


orange appearance. A yellow flame, 
though, indicates incomplete combustion 
and the heating system should be 
checked Immediately." 


He also urged' homeowners to oil fan 


motor as recommended by manufac- 
turers, check fan belt for loosening and 
clean or replace filters once a month. 
Usually new filters cost less than $1 and 
are available at hardware stores. 


If you decide on having your heating 


system inspected it should include lubr- 
ication of motors, blowers, pumps and 
valves, cleaning and adjustment of pilot 
and main burner. 


funds In a nationwide market. "To foster 
an effective national mortgage market, 
such regulation of interest rates as is 
necessary should be accomplished on a 
uniform basis," Hunter added.

what he called "the American propensity 
for bigness which manifests Itself in larg- 
er and larger homes." He said homes 
increased in average square footage 43 
per cent from 1950 to 1974. The industry 
should consider a number of innovative 


design features that help to keep con- 
struction costs down but which do not 
sacrifice llvability. 


In a related segment of his talk, he 


urged another look at the rigidity of 
building codes. "During the past 30 
years, because of our determination to 
improve the quality of housing in the 
United States, we have sacrificed the

Because young people are better edu- 
cated and more affluent than before, 
they not only recognize advantages of 


home ownership, but also have the earn- 
ing power and credit power to meet own- 
ership requirements. 


Availability 
of 
government-backed 


loans from the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration and Veterans Administration also 
has contributed to the Increase In home- 
owning singles. According to the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, 5.5 per cent of mortgages insur- 
ed by FHA on existing homes in 1970 
went to single males, and 4.5 per cent 
went to single females. Of new home 
Joans Issued in 1970, 2.8 per cent went to 
male singles and 2.5 per cent went to 
female singles. 


Figures for 1973 show a marked In- 


crease: 7.3 per cent of mortagos insured 
by FHA on existing homes went to single 
males and 7.7 per cent went to single 
females. Single males were issued 4.5 
per cent of all new home loans in 1973, 
and single females were issued 4.1 per 


cent of the total. Many single buyers also 
have taken advantage of low down pay- 
ments offered on conventional loans. 


And they can benefit from a new sys-

No matter what type of home improve-

Dooley refused to predict a precise 


time when the new surge in housing . 
would manifest Itself, but opined that It 
Mill not occur until the federal govern- 
ment emphasizes its determination to in- 
sist on fiscal and monetary programs' 
thnt are more than cosmetic. "Every ele- 
ment of American society must realize," 
Dooley added, "that there may be some 
painful moments that must necessarily 
be endured for an Interlude of time while 
the over-all health of the economy is re- 
stored. Certainly, the housing industry 
has shown its willingness to suffer 
through short term adversity in order to 
restore lasting strength," Dooley insist- 
ed, "but its patience in enduring the ma- 
jor brunt of anti-inflationary activity is 
being severely strained." 


Once the back of the inflationary spiral 


is broken, Dooley suggested, there will 
be n sizable period of "catch up time" 
while supply matches demand. The cur- 
rent dlrth of new housing starts will be 
overcome with an accelerating rush once 
money becomes available, but even nor- 
mal construction time lag will prolong 
the "catch up" period. 


"There will be fewer realtors and 


.sales associates per capita," Dooley con- 
jured, "as the present depressed market 
takes its toll of marginal, casual and un- 
qualified practitioners. Those who re- 
main, however, will be at a peak level of 
professional competency."

The relative humidity of winter air 


drops dramatically when it is warmed by 
your heating plant. ARI explains. For ex- 
ample, when outdoor air nt .10 degrees 
Fahrenheit and SO per cent relative hu- 
midity is heated to 70 degrees and circu- 
lated through your home, its relative liu- 


ji? Clean 


If you find yourself sneezing marc this 


winter, check your heating system, cau- 
tions the National Belter Heating-Cooling 
Council, especially if you have n system 
which uses fans or blowers. If the filters 
aren't clean, the blowers may be spread- 
ing dust along with the heat. Clsan the 
registers, says the Council, adding that a 
hydronic heating system Is a scaled sys- 
tem, which distribute* heat without fans 
or blowers.

This environment is extremely arid 


compared with tho 40-50 per cent relative 
humidity recommended by plant experts 
for even the "low humidity" plants such 
as ivy, palm and dracacna. Even desert 
plants such as cactus do best at relative 
humidity levels ranging* from 40-50 per 
cent to about 75 per cent. 


According to floral expert Frances 


Jones Pootkcr, low humidity is a major 
reason why the '"decorator's plant" — 
fcms — arc so often disappointing indoor 
plants. 


"Think of tho natural habitat of many 


ferns — the moist woodlands or by shady 
streams — and it's obvious that the hu- 
midity level is highly Important," she 
says. 


One way of adding some moisture to 


the air around a plant is to set it on a 
saucer or plan filled with pebbles and 
water. However, much of-the effect of 
his method is soon dissipated because the 
dry air In the room absorbs the moisture 
like n sponge, according to ARI. 


Although widely used, the practice of 


spraying indoor plants with a misting de- 
vice is not considered effective by some 
plant experts. 


"Don't bother . . . tho humidity re- 


mains high only for n few minutes," says 


the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
Home and Garden Bulletin No. 187. 


One method of maintaining relative hu- 


midity at a healthier level for platjts is 
the installation of whole-house humidity 
control In the • form of a central system 
humidifier. 
, 
, 


"Whole house humidifiers are, of 


course, marketed for people, not plants," 
said ARI. 


"But like people, plants can bo more 


comfortable when moisture is replaced 
In dry indoor air." 


For consumers interested in humidify- 


ing their homes, ARI had these sugges- 
tions: 


Don't expect to maintain indoor rela- 


tive humidity at outdoor levels, but at 
around 30-40 per cent. This level of hu- 
midity should be adequate combined 
with today's lower thermostat settings. 


Follow manufacturer's 
recommenda- 


tions for periodic cleaning of the humidi- 
fier and for adjusting the humldistat dur- 
ing a cold wave or a warm spcllin win- 
ter. 


Look for the "Standard 610-74" seal, or 


ask your contractor to show you the 
model listing in the ARI Directory of 
Certified Central System Humidifiers. A 
listing Indicates the manufacturer con- 
forms to stringent industry standards of 
capacity rating and performance.

No more last rose of summer 


Comes the end of summer many a 


homo gardener stands by helplessly as 
all his flowers begin lo wither and die. 
After spending so much time In planting, 
weeding and watering, It scorns as If the 
season Is over just as it was getting 
started. 


But not anymore. 
According to the National Better Heat- 


ing-cooling Council, for just a little mon- 
ey, much less than everyone thinks, the 
home gardener can build a greenhouse 
alongside his house. If his home has hy- 
dronlc heating, the greenhouse can be 
heated by extending the home heating 
system. It would bo like heating another 
room. 


Of course, the gardener should find out 


if hi* healing system has enough capac- 
ity to handle the extra load. The Council 
notes, however, that many residential 
boilers produce more heat than Is actual- 
ly needed. 


A greenhouse Is not a 'hot house.' 


Many of the finest flowers, as well as a 


number of vegetables, do not need a 
night temperature higher than 50 degrees 
farcnhclt. Blooms arc of better quality, 
Insects arc less bothersome and fuel bills 
arc much lower when you grow plants 
•cool.' 


Since the demands of tho homo and the 


greenhouse dovetail, it will be easy for 
the heating system to take care of the 
new area. During the day the greenhouse 
will receive all tho heat it needs from the 
sun and won't need a boost from the 
heating system. At night, when It does 
require heat, the needs of the home arc 
less. Most people lower their thermostats 
from five to eight degrees when they re- 
tire for the night. 


Hydronlcs is highly regarded for 


greenhouse heating. Since It is a scaled 
system, without fumes, it Is safe for 
plants. Tho heat Is also steady and not 
subject to sudden fluctuation. With the 
climate and all other growing conditions 
under the gardener's thumb, he'll have 
better results all year long. 


Pamper piano for sweet sounds 


The piano, which today brings the 


sound of Bach, Beethoven and Brahms 
Into 10 million American homes, Is a 
Johnny-comc-latcly to tho musical scene. 
Invented In 1711 by Bartolommeo Cristo- 
forl in Padua, Italy, its immediate ances- 
tors arc the harpsichord and the clavi- 
chord which In turn, evolved from the 
dulcimer. 


Dulcl Is Italian for sweet and If you 


want to keep your piano sounding sweet, 
here are a few cautions and precautions. 
Avoid placing a piano near a radiator, 
heat register or heat source of any kind 
because too much heat will dry out the 
sounding board. If tho outside walls of 
your home arc not very well insulated 
try to place the piano against an inside 
wall. 


Kcmcmbcr that a standard piano has 


more titan 200 strings, each of which 
must be kept at the proper tension or it 
wilt be off pitch. That's why it's so im- 
portant to keep temperature and humid- 
ity as constant as possible because 
abrupt changes cause the wood parts to 
expand and- contract. This changes the 
tension on the strings and makes the pi- 
ano sound out of tune. During the first 
year, when a piano is settling In its new 
environment, It should be tuned several 
times. After that once a year should do. 


To display a grand piano to tho best 


advantage, it should be balanced on the 
wall opposite with any largo piece of fur- 
niture, such as a tall secretary or a 
seating group of sofa and chairs. Ideally, 
It should be in a corner with the straight 
side parallel to the wall, the graceful 
curved side facing the room and keys 
hidden from view. 


Treat the wood cabinet of piano like 


any fine piece of furniture. An occasional 
polishing with a fine paste wax applied 
sparingly and thoroughly buffed with-a 
soft clean cloth Is one way. An easier 
and leas time-consuming method is to 
use on enriched aerosol wax that's 
sprayed on and wiped off, leaving a fine 
hand-rubbed glow. 


As to the cleaning of the keys: If you 


have an old piano with Ivory keys sim- 
ply wipe with a damp cloth. Dry thor- 
oughly with a soft cloth. Modern pianos 
have plastic keys and these can be 
cleaned with a cloth moistened in a 
creamy liquid wax that removes soil and 
leaves a protective finish. You can 
whiten slightly yellowed keys with a flan- 
nel cloth moistened with lemon Juice. 
This only works If the yellowing is slight. 


If you pamper your piano It will re- 


ward you with a lifetime of pleasure.

Still others are born of con- 
aciousness to moke the best of what you 
have. 


rtOBEIlT LEBRECK. vice president, 


Palatine Savings and Loan, cites a "defi- 
nite trend towards people staying where 
they are." The economic situation is a 


primary concern In that decision, he 
added. 


Room additions account for the major- 


ity of changes, said Lcbrcck. Of these 
homeowners many have looked at other 
homes before deciding to expand their 
present one. 


Lebrcck suggests that homeowners 


shop around for a contractor. 


"Be selective," he advised. "The 


cheapest price docs not necessarily mean 
It's the best deal. You usually get what 
you pay for." 


A good contractor will let you talk to 


people he's done work for, added Le> 
breck. 


MRS. JOHN WYATT offers the same 


advice as Lebrcck. It pays to shop 
around, she said. The Wyntts went to 
several builders before deciding on one 
for the room addition to their three-bed- 
room Rolling Meadows home three years 
ago. 


The Wyatts never considered moving 


because they liked the neighborhood. It 
was just a matter of needing more 
space, said Mrs. Wyatt. The additional 
space in their case was a partial base- 
ment, large master bedroom, walk-In 
closets and second bathroom. 


Those who can do for themselves al- 


ways have the advantage. The Wyatts 
had the shell constructed, then did the 
inside work themselves at a considerable 
savings. 


Roofs, too, can give residences a new 


look. Mrs. Mike Kesser of American 
Home Service in Arlington Heights feels 
the change can be tremendous. 


"A NEW ROOF is always a good face 


lift for a house. It's like a new hairdo for 
a woman. It makes o tremendous differ- 
ence," she said. 


However, increased costs of materials, 


especially the cost of asphalt which has 
tripled in the lost year, have made many 


people think twice before buying a new 
roof. More people are getting by with re- 
pairs if possible, said Mrs. Kesser. 


If the roof is less than IS years old it's 


usually patched, according to Mrs. Kes- 
ser. Although materials have gone up, 
the labor has not in the case of her hus- 
band's business, she said. 


"My husband takes the smelling salts 


along with the estimates," she laughed. 
"People are just shocked at the in- 
creased cost of roofing materials." 


LESS EXPENSIVE improvements' 


may include changing the landscaping or 
even a new color for the front door, said 
Joe Bock, sales division of Baird and 
Warner, Arlington Heights. 


"You're giving it a new look but not 


faced with the expense of changing it 
structurally," said Bock. 


This is precisely what Bock did to his 


former home in Niles. A typical Geor- 
gian-style brick home with overbearing 
evergreens reaching the second floor 
window, it now has a distinct clean, un- 
cluttered look. Bock added black shut- 
ters, painted the trim white and replaced 
the large evergreens with low shrubs. 


"One of the most inexpensive ways to 


brighten a house is shutters," said Bob 
Hanlon of Hanlon Decorating, Palatine. 
"Paint .them an accent color and it real- 
ly brightens the exterior." 


DRAWING ON experience from more 


than 30 years in the painting business, 
Hanlon feels the most popular exterior 
house color is still basic white. Of 
course, color is up to the individual, he 
added. Permanent structures like brick 
accents or roof color are also considered.

The Opelas 
painted It barn red with-white trim, 
added white shutters in the front and re- 
placed the deck of the front porch. 


Removal of the porch banisters — an 


idea that developed when they were re- 
moved for pointing and construction — 
was a move toward simplicity. 


The Opelas prefer clean, crisp lines but 


did not want to lose the Victorian feeling 
of the house. 


Bright green indoor-outdoor carpeting

It keeps the in- 
side cleaner and Is easy to take care of 
as well, said Opela. 


PLANTING ALSO helps improve the

Two California researchers have raised 


new possibilities about the role of vita- 
min E, a mystery nutrient burdened over 
the years with unproven claims it could 
cure or prevent a variety of human ail- 
ments. 


The lack of knowledge about vitamin 


E, once described as the "vitamin in 
search of a disease," has given rise to 
numerous rumors of its miracle effects. 
There have been claims, among others, 
that large doses could improve sexual 
prowess, prevent heart attacks, smooth 
facial wrinkles and banish body odor. 


These claims were repudiated a year 


ago by a committee of the National Re- 
search Council, which said they had no 
basis in sound experimentation or clini- 
cal observations. 


Now Drs. Lester Packer and James R. 


Smith of the University of California's 
Lawrence Berkeley Laboratory say they 
have found vitamin E capable of stop- 
ping the normal aging process of'human 
lung cells in test tubes. 


THIS IS NOT to suggest the vitamin 


can make people live longer, the physi- 
ologists said, because it cannot reverse 
other aging processes of the human 
body. But their finding did suggest some 
interesting possibilities. 


"Even if vitamin E can't turn a 40- 


year-old into a 14-year-old, it might pre- 
vent an early.death, or brain disease, 
heart attacks or senility," Packer said. 
"Of course, we don't know these things 
at all yet. That's speculation." 
"'We don't want,to overstate it," he 
said. "We can't jump from experimenta 
with isolated cells to the human body. I 


personally feel this is the level at which 
\ve need a lot more work before we can 
cb intelligent tests in animals and hu- 
mans." 


What Packer and Smith found was that 


human lung cells survived twice their 
normal life span in a laboratory environ- 
ment when vitamin E was added. These 
cells normally die in test tubes after re- 
producing themselves about 50 times. 
With the vitamin, they continued past 120 
cell divisions and still appeared young. 


"QUITE FRANKLY we don't really 


understand it very well," Packer said. 
"We have found these effects. The real 
significance remains to be explained." 


A traditional view is that vitamin E 


functions chiefly to protect body cells 
against damage from chemicals known 
as oxidants. Oxygen from these chem- 
icals can cause cell deterioration by en- 
tering molecules and changing their 
structure and behavior. 


This led some scientists to speculate 


that vitamin E might protect people 
against air pollution. 


Packer said it is possible such antioxi- 


dant activity might be involved in the 
extension ,of the cell division. He and 
Smith plan to continue (heir search for 
an explanation in studies supported part- 
ly by the National Institutes of Health, 
the Veterans Administration and the Uni- 
versity of California. 


Dr. John G. Bieri, a nutrition specialist 


at the National Institute of Arthritis, 
Metabolism and Digestive Diseases, said 
the Packer-Smith report was interesting, 
"but it's too early to tell what it means." 


VITAMIN E was discovered In 1923 


and 14 yean later was isolated as a light 
yellow viscous'oil from wheat germ oil. 


I. 


It is fat soluble like vitamins A, D and K 
and is widespread in nature. 


T\vo-thirds of the vitamin E in an 


American diet comes from salad oils, 
shortening and margarine, and the rest 
from fruits, vegetables and grains. 


Although scientists disagree on how 


much vitamin E humans need, the Na- 
tional Research Council committee said 
most people get enough In their normal 
diets. 


"Self-medication with vitamin E in the 


hope that a more or less serious condi- 
tion will be alleviated may Indeed be 
hazardous, especially when appropriate 
diagnosis and treatment may thereby bo 
delayed or avoided," the panel warned. 


The only known vitamin E deficiency 


in humans sometimes occurs in pre- 
mature babies because of a limited 
transfer of the vitamin from the moth- 
er's blood before birth. 


VITAMIN E is considered vital for hu- 


man health, but its function is still not 
understood. 


One passible role was suggested in 1971 


by Dr. P. P. Nair, director of 
biochemistry research at Sinai Hospital 
in Baltimore. He and his associates sug- 
gested the vitamin was Important in the 
formation of an iron molecule in he- 
moglobin. They said it might be useful in 
treating porphyria, a metabolic condition 
that can lead to abdominal problems, 
paralysis and mental illness. 


Nair's report prompted the Journal of 


the American Medical Association, which 
had called vitamin E the vitamin in 
search of a disease, to ask: "Has the 
vitamin finally ended Its quest?"

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Safety rules may outdate '74 bicycles

Although It's a bit early to be thinking 


about Christmas, the fact Is that people 
do start planning — and purchasing — 
Christmas glfta this early. 


And In fact, it is probably easier on the 


pockotbook to spread out the ex- 
penditures. It Is also a very good Idea to 
allow plenty of lime for studying con- 
sumer guides and shopping around If you 
are purchasing an item of significant 
cost and, you hope, of long-lasting quali- 
ty-Thus, parents who plan to give their 
child a bicycle for Christmas should be 
aware of the following: 


After Jan. 1, bicycles sold Interstate 


will have to meet new requirements es- 
tablished by the Consumer Product Safe- 
ty Commission. That makes this Christ- 
mas a rather Inopportune time to pur- 
chase a bike, because it will probably 
become obsolete on New Year's Day, and 
may pose hazards for your child that 
could have been avoided with a 1075 
model. 


However, according to local dealers, 


some bicycles already come close to 
meeting the new standards, and some 
manufacturers are already beginning to 
incorporate the required changes. Thus, 
with careful shopping, you may be able 
to come up with a bike for Christmas 
that will not be too far off base in regard 
to the new safety criteria. 


The 1973 regulations will require: 
• Reflectors on front, back, sides and 


pedals. 


• Protectors on metal fender edges 


and protruding bolls. 


• Locking devices to secure wheel 


hubs to frame, clamping systems for 
handlebars, scats and stems. 


• Chain guards If pedals can't be re- 


versed to free caught clothing.

• Brakes capable of stopping a bike 


within IS feet with rider over ISO pounds 
at a test speed relative to bike's gear 
ratio. 


• Instructions for maintenance, tools 


for assembling bike if sold unassembled. 


In addition, the bicycle frame, steering 


system and wheels must meet require- 
ments and tests for safe construction,' ef- 
fectiveness, strength and performance. 


Check for these safety features as 


much as possible. You might also ask the 
dealer whether he has any models which 
incorporate the required features. 
. 


According to an Arlington Heights 


dealer, Schwinn — probably the most 
popular make — will need to make the 
fewest changes. However, he added that 
the company has not indicated it will be 
producing any bikes meeting the new re- 
quirements until after Jan. l.

Some gardeners think that a pile of 


leaves, garbage and other refuse — their 
private junk dump — Is a comnost heap. 
Yet we know that refuse and garbage 
harbor disease and Insects. 


Compost is a fertilizer and weed killer. 


So what is all this talk about compost? 


The difference between garbage and 


compost is the difference between wheat 
and bread. Tne first is the raw material; 
the second is the finished product. 


Compost, for a better, more productive 


garden, can be had by taking the raw 
materials, mixing them up like in- 
gredients in a loaf of bread, turning and 
working the stuff as you would knead 
bread, and then letting the heat from the 
sun and decaying vegetation bake the 
disease organisms and insect larvae out 
of it. 


THE OLDER method of making com- 


post Is layering the ingredients. Recipe: 
five-six inches of green matter (lawn 
clippings, kitchen wastes, leaves), two 
Inches of manure or any animal product 
(bone meal, fish emulsion, dried blood), 
a layer of soil with phosphate rock dust, 
if you can get it, and repeat the layers 
until the pile Is about five feet square. 


Many gardeners, however, are switch- 


Ing to the newer, faster method of com- 
posting, using a motorized shredder. 


With the shredder system, compost- 


making is accelerated from several 
months or more to just two weeks. With 
a shredder, the gardener can start a 
compost now and hove it done before the

ground freezes, all set to plant in the 
spring. 


Using a shredder, all leaves, stalks, 


branches, weeds and the stuff you add to 
the pile first are all thrown in the hopper 
at the same time. (A simplepile of leaves 
will take more than a year to decompose 
if left to itself.) Shredding simply accel- 
erates the rate of normal decomposition 
of the vegetable matter, conserving the 
maximum amount of nutrients, giving 
the elements a chance to work faster and 
produce a fluffier, easy-to-work compost 
humus. 


THE GARDENER has to use as much 


caution with a shredeer as he would with 
a lawnmower — preferably more. Any- 
thing that can chop up a three-inch log 
could do some pretty horrible things to a 
hand. When feeding waste into a shred- 


der, the user is warned against allowing 
stones, wire, glass or metal to be mixed 
in with the waste. 


Jamming can be a problem with some 


shredders,' especially if the waste is 
damp or wet or if too much bulk is fed In 
at one time. The key is to feed the ma- 
chine slowly. . . 


Shredders come in various sizes and 


price ranges. The bigger, heavier ham- 
mermill-type shredders are excellent 
not only for doing the little compost Job, 
but'grinding up tree branches after an 
ice storm, removing debris left by street 
crews and making mulch.

Furthermore, although we 
may be somewhat biased in our opinion, 
wo feel that physical education is the 
most important class that a student at- 
tends in his daily academic program. 


We would argue the statement that a 


student received substantial exercise by 
walking to and from school every day. 
Most students ride a bus, drive their own 


cars or are driven to school. Very few 
actually walk to school. We hope, too, 
Uiat the physical education program 
would be looked at and offer more than 
just exercise. We offer students a chance 
lo develop themselves physically. We of- 
fer competition in various activities 
which most students thoroughly enjoy. 
We also try to teach'students activities 
which they will be able to enjoy the rest 
of their lives. 


The statement that "a student who is 


not an athletic whiz should not be penal- 
ized" is absurd. In Cist. 214 the physical 
education grade is not averaged into a 
student's total academic grade point. Ob- 
viously the author of this published opin- 
ion has not done his homework. 


We would hope that a person with the

Many a poet has sung the glories of the pumpkin, not 
just baked in a pie. but also "smilin* on the vine" or 
grinning, face a-glow. on Halloween night. 


However, as any New Englander up on 'his regional 


history will tell you. pumpkins are good for more than 
.making pies and carving jdck-o-lanterns. In the early 
days, they were a dependable staple of the diet. When 
other crops failed, there was still the reliable pumpkin 
which could go into sauces, soups, stews, conserves, 
pudding, cakes, cookies and breads. 


The honest virtues of the pumpkin are often forgot- 


ten. But with inflation cutting away at our food budg- 
ets, it's time to reconsider and appreciate it. This large 
member of the gourd family is surprisingly versatile. 


Instead of letting the pumpkin sit decoratively on 


the porch past Halloween, be thrifty and turn it, while 
it is still fresh and firm, into pumpkin pie. pudding, 
bread or cake.

or marmalade, for pumpkin pie. bread and cake, make 
your own puree or use canned pumpkin. And while 
the wealth of pumpkin gold is brightening the land, 
plan to freeze the puree for pumpkin baking all 
through the holiday and winter months. 


Two Ways to Prepare Pureed Pumpkin 


Wash pumpkin, dry and cut in half. Scrape out all stringy fiber and 
the seed. Place halves, cut side down on a baking sheet and bake in 
a 325 degree oven about 1 hour or until fork tender. Scrape pumpkin 
pulp from shells and run through food mill or work through sieve. 
Wash and dry pumpkin. Cut Into quarters. Remove stringy fiber and 
seed. Cut into slices Vi-inch thick at center and cut crosswise into 
1-inch pieces. Place In large baking dish or roasting pan. Do not add 
water. Cover pan with aluminum foil. Bake in 350 degree oven 1 
hour. Remove cooked pumpkin pieces with slotted spoon and place 
in food mill set over bowl. Mash slightly and allow to drain 10 
minutes. Pour off water in bowl. Turn through mill. 


If pumpkin puree is very watery, place the puree in sieve 
and let some of the water drain off.

ITALIAN RICE dishes called risottos 


are a cinch to improvise. Cook some 
finely chopped vegetables such as onions, 
celery, garlic and/or green peppers in oil 
or a mixture of oil and butter or marga- 
rine until soft and golden. Add rice, and 
stir constantly over low heat until the 
grains are gold and opaque. Add as 
much liquid as the rice package calls 
for, salt, pepper and dried-herbs, and 
cook, covered, for the length of time sug- 
gested on the rice package. 


Similar concoctions called pilaf or pi- 


lav arc popular from Greece and the 
Balkan countries of Europe to such Near 
Eastern nations as Turkey. 


That part of tho world also gave us 


dolmas and dolmathes — tasty little 
packets of well seasoned rice or rice and 
ground meat wrapped in grape leaves 
and simmered in broth, oil and season- 
ings. Often they contain robins and pine 
nuts or chopped walnuts. They are 
served traditionally as a cold, or rather, 
room temperature, appetizer. 


Early Greeks used fig, mulberry and 


hazelmrt leaves. Cabbage leaves are used 


in much the same way in eastern Europe 
and America. 


Cold rice salads are popular in Spain 


and along the Mediterranean seacoast in 
France. They, too, are easily improvised. 
Add chopped raw Vegetables and/or fruit 
— raisins plumped five minutes in hot 
water, then drained, or seedless grapes 
afc good and herb flavored oil and vine- 
gar dressing. Toss gently and let stand 
an hour or so at room temperature to 
mellow. 


Both China and France make spectacu- 


lar looking rico desserts, molded with 
candled or preserved fruits. 


The Japanese mix warm, sticky rice 


with rice wine vinegar and roll it into 
little cylinders to be topped with various 
kinds of raw fish or seafood, dried sea- 
weed or thin omelets. These are called 
sushi and they are as staple to a Japa- 
nese lunch as sandwiches are to Ameri- 
can ones. 


Italy even has rice pizzas. They are 


traditional for Easter. The filling may 
resemble either a cheese pie or a cus- 
tard.

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Demand pushes sugar prices higher 


by GAYNOR MAODOX 


Many predict the price of a five-pound 


bag of wgar will reach 12.25 shortly. 


"That does not mean that Americans 


are eating more sugar. It means that 
there Is not enough sugar in the world to 
satisfy all the new customers — the sud- 
denly rich Arabs or the citizens in coun- 
tries with gradually Improving econo- 
mies. In the United States, we have a 
population with more people 35 years or 
younger. They are a heavy drain on the 
soft drink and candy market," says Jack 
O'Connell, director of wo Sugar Associ- 
ation, Washington, D.C., which repre- 
sents the Industry. 


"This shortage of sugar has been build- 


Ing over a number of years. It is a sup- 
ply problem. Not a result of Americans' 
suddenly discovering sugar. The Chinese, 
Japanese, Russians are all bidding for 
sugar. The United States consumes about 
100 pound* a year per person (Including 
sugar used at homo and In purchased 
bread, cakes, pies, soft drinks, candy). 
We are only about the sixth in total con- 
sumption. England and Scandinavia are 
way ahead of us. And now, with all the. 
new consumers, the market is being 
crowded. Wo consume around 11.8 per 
cent of the world's supply but produce 
only about half as much as wo use. So 
we have to bid for the other half In the 
world market. And that Is tight today. 


That is why prices are skyrocketting," 
he adds. • 


TUB OIL CRISIS was due to the Arab 


countries. Now we tend to blame them 
also for upplng the price of sugar. Many 
say that rich countries of the Mideast 
went In for sugar speculation, buying up 
futures on sugar. Many people believe 
this theory — but not all. 


Certain sugar economists'say that Is 


not true. They believe it has been over- 
played in the press.

"NEXT WEEK we are raising our 


wholesale price to J2.08 per five pounds 


Dry beans among foods 


considered plentiful* 


Fall prices of canned and packaged 


navy beans are expected, to bo consid- 
erably below prices of a year ago, ac- 
cording (o Michigan Bean Shippers Asso- 
ciation.' 


Dry beans are ono of a handful of com- 


modities that survived the nation's freak- 
ish weather pattern tills year to end In, a 
surplus. Michigan's navy bean crop is a 
near record this year, up nearly 40 per 
cent over o year ago, report the state's 
bean producers. 


Earlier this month the U.S. Depart- 


ment of Agriculture (USDA) revised this 
year's U.S. dry bean production upward 
for the second time. USDA now projects 
a bean crop nearly 31 per cent above last 
year. Producer prices have dropped to 
below IS cents a pound this fall which 
should mean lower retail prices for can- 
ned pork and beans and packaged dry 
beans. Last year's bean crop returned 
farmers approximately 32 cents a pound, 
with a price range of 18 to 55 cents per 
pound.

drops, dried beans will be one of a fcwN 
foodstuffs that will cost less this fall.

Her pumpkin pie is a sure success

"Tis the season when thoughts turn to 


pumpkins. While jack-o-lanterns glow 
brightly in windows tonight, cooks will 
soon be thinking of homemade pumpkin 
pies for the fall season 'and holiday enter- 
taining. 


Carmen Thompson's favorite recipe is 


a rich sour cream pumpkin pie which 
never fails. Higher and lighter in texture 
than the conventional type, it is made in 
a manner similar to a pumpkin chiffon, 
with egg whites folded in. However, sour 
cream is also added, and die pie is 
baked, rather than refrigerated, until 
firm. Sour cream cuts the spicy taste, 
giving this pie a more subtle flavor. It is 
an elegant dessert for a duck or turkey 
dinner according to this. Mount Prospect 
homemaker. 


Carmen's first "cookbook was a gift 


from her husband, Joe, shortly after they 
were married. Assuming the present was 
a gentle hint, Carmen began ex- 
perimenting and found cooking an activi- 
ty she really enjoyed. 


Joe's willingness to try anything en- 


couraged Carmen and before long she 
became a competent, creative cook. The 
couple Is now in their fourth year as 
members of the Mount Prospect New- 
comers' Couples Gourmet. Even the 
Thompsons' children Steven, 9, Christine, 
6, and Michael, 5, share, their parents' 
interest in food and have developed so- 
phisticated tastes. 


The dinner which pleases Joe the most 


is Duck a I'Orange. Carmen prepares 
this from a recipe she adapted to suit her 
taste, and stuffs the bird with fruit dress- 
ing which she credits to her mother. 


THE DRESSING is prepared with a 


packaged stuffing mix to which is added 
eggs, raisins, apple, apricots, prunes, 
parsley and milk to moisten. Carmen's 
Italian heritage sometimes prompts her 
to toss in Parmesan cheese. 


The stuffed duck is roasted on a rack 


and pricked all over for the fat to es- 
cape. After all the fat is drained off, the 
duck is spread with orange marmalade 
and basted with orange juice. Vermouth 
is added last, and the duck is served 
quartered with the pan juices. 


The sweet fruit dressing and glaze help 


eliminate any strong taste, and the duck 
Is tender and moist, according to Car- 
men. As accompaniments, she suggests a 
green vegetable, preferably asparagus, 
and a bright salad such as spinach, esca- 
role and romalne with a bleu cheese 
dressing. 


Duckling can also be prepared without 


a stuffing and served with brown or wild 
rice. On such occasions, Carmen makes 
a fresh cranberry compote from her 
mother's recipe to servo as an accom- 
paniment. More like a relish than a 
sauce, this has a little tartness from or- 
ange and lemon rind, and a subtle spicy 
flavor from allspice. 


Carmen enjoys this compote so much 


that she makes it regularly when cran- 
berries are in season, serving it with tur- 
key, pork and chicken as well as duck.

Like to many foods, the potato took the 


long way around before returning to the 
American continent to become a dolly fa- 
vorlte. The first white potato was in- 
troduced in Franco In the 1770s and owed 
Its ancestry to the plant grown by In- 
dlans of Peru and Bolivia. Irish Immi- 
grants brought the "Irish potato" to 
what Is now the United States in 1710 and 
its many varieties continue to flourish. 
Potatoes are grown and marketed 
throughout the country but to many 
Idaho is potato country. It is also sheep 
country. Basque people from Spain came 
to help care for tho sheep and brought 
their food traditions with them. 


One tasty result Is Basque Potatoes, a 


shepherd's main dish which has bacon 
and eggs among the Ingredients. This is 
a tilling dish and may bo satisfying for 
many when served with a salad or as a 
breakfast dish with rolls and coffee.

Turn and brown 
on other side. Drain on absorbent paper. 
Servo sprinkled with confectioners' sug- 
ar. Makes 24 doughnuts.

Bring to a boll, cover, reduce beat and 
simmer about 20 to 25 minutes, until po- 
tatoes are tender but do not crumble. 
Drain and cut crosswise into 1/8-inch 
slices. In a large skillet, cook the bacon 
over moderate heat until lightly 
browned. Drain on paper towels and 
crumble; reserve. Pour off bacon fat and 
return 4 tablespoons to skillet. Add onion 
and cook over moderate heat until ten- 
der. Add the parsley and potato slices. 


Mix well, being careful not to' break up 
the potatoes. Shake the pan back and 
forth until the potato slices lie flat. Cook 
over moderate heat for about 20 minutes, 
until the potatoes are golden brown on 
the bottom. Loosen by sliding a spatula 
around the edges of the skillet and as far 
under the potatoes as possible without 
crumbling them. Place a large inverted 
plate over the pan and, grasping plate 
and sUM together firmly, turn. over. 


Slide the potatoes back into the skillet, 
brown side up. Cook over moderate heat 
for 2 to 3 minutes to brown the bottom, 
then reduce the heat to low. Beat eggs, 
paprika, remaining 1 teaspoon salt and 
pepper until they are well mixed.

Buffalo Grove will get Its golf course 


and Phoenix Construction Co. will be 
allowed to rent one-third of the units in 
Its new developments thanks to an agree- 
mcnt reached by officials of both sides. 


Buffalo Grove trustees agreed to the 


rental units after Louis Anccl, attorney 
for the golf course owners, said his 
clients would not sign a contract for the 
course unless Buffalo Grove gave in to 
the developer's demands. 


The Phoenix development surrounds 


the golf course. 


Anccl said his clients, Harold Fried- 


mnn and his associates, feared that if 
Phoenix did not get the rental permission 
from the village, the firm might not be 
able to get construction financing and 
would default the contract of purchase. 
That contract Is reportedly made be- 
tween Phoenix and Friedman. 


"THE REALITIES OF economics arc 


.«uch that It might not be possible to build 
all ownership units," he said. "They 
(Phoenix) might not be able to get fi- 
nancing for condominiums." 


Anccl said the developers still Intend to 


build indlvuduaUy-owncd units, but want 
o cushion in the event it becomes unfea- 
sible.

"IT'S IN OUR financial interest to sell 


the units as condominiums and not to 
rent," he said. "But wo want an escape 
valve In the event we can't sell them." 


Rathjen said at the time of the hear- 


ings on the project, the developer com- 
mitted himself to all owned units without 
n request from the board. "It was not the 
board that made the initial request for 
all condominium units," he said. "It was 
strictly the free will, if you will, of the 
petitioner." 


Anccl said ho doubts the village has 


the legal right to restrict the number of 
rental units. "I say you cannot zone 
against ownership or rental, you can only 
zone against use," he said. "I think the 
restriction is invalid, but wo don't want a 
lawsuit." 


"MR. FRIEDMAN has no intention of 


signing this contract until the matter is 
resolved," Anccl said. 


Several homeowners were at the meet- 


ing, objecting to the request to allow 
rental units. "What is to keep the devel- 
oper from later asking for one-half or 
two-thirds rental units, said Janice Dal- 
imcr, 393 Indian Hill Dr. 


The village board last month passed an 


ordinance which agreed to granting a 
zoning change for the entire area around 
the golf course and in exchange suppo- 
sedly got the right to purchase the 
course. 


The ordinance was passed by the board 


making the agreement legal, but was not 
recorded by the county on Armstrong's 
orders. Armstrong said he did not have 
the ordinance recorded because he knew 
nf the change wanted by Phoenix and 
took it upon himself to wait until the 
matter was settled this week.

Ranch Mart meets needs of Buffalo Grove residents

A young woman with her two chil- 


dren at the Ranch Mart Shopping 
Center In Buffalo Grove answered 
the question without hesitation. 


"Why do I shop here Because it's 


the closest to homo," Erika Eddy 
said. "I come here about once a 
week ... to buy everyday things." 


Convenience is why people remain 


close to home when they do their 
shopping, the storeowners say. Even 
with the downtowns of nearby com- 
munities and the massive Woodfleld 
and Randhurst shopping centers, 
residents tend to stay within the vil- 
lage limits. 


Buffalo Grove, unlike nearby com- 


munities, exists without a downtown 
area. For many suburbs, downtown 
is the focnf point and its existence 
helps people identify with the place 
where they live or work. Its shops 
and businesses compose the lifeline 
of the community. 


IN BUFFALO GROVE, most of the 


shopping is restricted to three areas: 
Buffalo Grove Mall at Dundee and 
Arlington Heights roads, Ranch Mart- 
at Dundee and Buffalo Grove roads 
and the Duncll Center on Dundee. 


Expansion in Buffalo Grove is on 


the minds of developers. Ranch Mart 
will almost double in size with a pro- 
posed project adding more than 
50,000 square feet. A new shopping 
center called Plaza Verde is under 
construction on Dundee Road, west 
of Arlington Heights Road. 


Village officials arc thinking of a 


town center which would feature a 
shopping center, offices, recreational 
center and other facilities. The dis- 
trict, to be developed on an 80-acre 


site between Buffalo Grove Road and 
111. Rte. 83, north (A Lake-Cook 
Road, is to be a community focal 
point. 


Many merchants believe the future 


of Buffalo Grove commerce remains 
in the present shopping centers. 


"Shopping centers are here to stay, 


as long as there are the right 
type of stores and the right type of 
merchandise," said Herbert Pink, 
manager of Plaza Shoes -at Ranch 
Mart. 


PINK. WHO HAS run the store for 


almost five years, said he tries to 
maintain an "old-fashioned neighbor- 
hood store. We give just as nice se- 
lection as department stores and try 
to treat the customers right," he 
said. "We have a repeat-type busi- 
ness. People come in and say we fit 
them better." 


A n o t h e r storeowner at Ranch 


Mart, Jim Doyle, believes that the 
merchants at the shopping center are 
concerned about their businesses and 


their role in the community. 


"As merchants, we care a lot 


about what goes on in the village," 
Doyle said. He and his partner Stan 
Margulies are co-owners of Rose- 
Lynn Flooring. 


"Why do people come to this shop- 


ping center We spend a lot of mon- 
ey keeping this place attractive and 
in keeping the area Clean," Doyle 
said.

Trial finally opens, Helton 
lawyer charges misconduct 


The local scene

The attorney for accused killer Ronald 


Helton opened Helton's long-delayed trial 
W e d n e s d a y by charging Arlington 
Heights police with misconduct In their 
handling of the case. 


M c l v l n Knmm, Helton's attorney, 


charged that police "Induced" Helton, 
then 17, Into giving statements in- 
criminating himself while police kept 
him for four months in the local police 
station In violation of a court order send- 
ing Helton to county Jail. 


Helton, now 21, Is charged with the 


murder of gas station attendant Fred J. 
Talllon during an Arlington Heights rob- 
bery Nov. 11,1060. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Hell- 


gocttcr denied Kamm's motion to quash 
the 1060 arrest warrant for Helton, re- 
jecting Kamm's contention that not 
enough evidence had been presented to 
justify Issuance of the warrant. 


The court action Wednesday marked 


the end of fivo years of Investigation and 
legal wrangles. Helton first went to trial 
In 1972 for the murder, but Circuit Court 
Judge Daniel Ryan ruled with Kamm 
that Helton's constitutional rights had 
been violated by the police. Ryan's rul- 
ing was overturned In August by the Illi- 
nois Appellate Court, opening the way for 
the now trial. 


IN HIS OPENING statement, Asst. 


State's Atty. Ronald Magncs said Hot- 
Ion's guilt would bo proven by his own 
statements and other ovldcnco that he 
"brutally stabbed 14 times and killed" 
the 60-year-old Tallton, the night man- 
ager of the Arlington Park Shell service 
station, Wllko Road and Euclid Avenue. 


Magncs also said ho would prove Hel- 


ton took an active role "with several oth-

lice after his arrest. 


K a m m said that "the Arlington 


Heights police themselves did not consid- 
er Ronald Helton an armed robber or a 
killer." 


HELTON WAS HELD In the Arlington 


Heights lockup from his arrest Dec. 31, 
1060 to April 17, 1070 despite a court or- 
der to transfer him to the County Jail. 
While Helton was In police custody, 
Kamm said, he had "free rein of this 
police station," and that policemen took 
him home "to meet their families." 


Kamm said Helton was permitted to 


leave tho police station unescorted so he 
could have a holiday meal with his fami- 
ly the day after his arrest for Tnillon's 
murder. 


The first witness was Arthur Talllon, 


son of tho murder victim. As he took the 
stand, his mother broke Into tears and 
had to bo lead from the court room by a 
bailiff. She returned a short time later, 
but continued weeping as photographs of 


her husband's body were introduced as 
evidence. 


Asked by Magncs about his father's 


condition when he saw him on Nov. 11, 
1060, Talllon answered: "What was his 
condition? He was very dead." 


Arlington Heights Dct. Otto Schuster 


testified that he was on routine patrol the 
morning, of the crime and that he was 
the second officer at the scene. 


SCHUSTER SAID Taillon was found ly- 


ing face down on the porch of a home at 
621 N. Wllko Rd. across the street from 
the station. Next to the body, he said 
was glass apparently broken in the 
struggle between Talllon and his attack- 
ers 


Schuster testified he found the cash 


register of the gas station open and the 
west window of the office broken. 


He left the stand after only one ques- 


tion by Kamm during cross-examination. 


As police reconstruct the crime, Tall- 


lon, alone In the station about 3 a.m., 
was confronted by robbers at knife-point. 
A struggle ensued inside the station, po- 
lice theorize, and Talllon dove through 
the office window to escape. 


He was pursued across Wilke Road and 


stabbed to death on the front porch of 621 
N. V/llke Rd., police said. Taken in the 
robbery was $87 and a ring from the vic- 
tim, according to reports. 


The trial resumes today at 10 a.m. in 


the Civic Center.

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Weather may 
delay ditch, 
bridge work 


A Wheeling official Wednesday said 


cold weather may delay completion of 
the Jeffery Avenue bridge and the 
Wheeling Drainage Ditch until spring. 


Thomas Markus, village adminis- 


trative assistant, said construction is to 
begin soon, but he is uncertain of a com- 
pletion date. 


"I hope we can finish it by the end of 


the year, but the project is so dependent 
on weather I'm not sure that will be pos- 
sible," he said. 


Before the, bridge can be replaced, 


Marcus said, many trees along the drain- 
age ditch have to be removed to enable 
workers to widen the ditch, which is ex- 
pected to alleviate flooding. 


Widening the ditch will bring its banks 


closer to neighboring property lines. The 
banks then will be sodded to prevent ero- 
sion. 


RESIDENTS AND village officials last 


month reached agreement on the pro- 
posed improvements. Residents earlier 
complained the ditch work would cause 
the loss of property and an excessive 
number of trees, which might cause 
flooding of their backyards. Agreement 
has been reached on which trees will be 
removed and residents have been as- 
sured the project will take none of their 
property. 


About two weeks ago, a temporary ac- 


cess road to the Meadowbrook West sub- 
division was completed, clearing the way 
for replacement of the Jeffrey Avenue 
bridge. The road needed to be installed 
before work on the bridge was begun be- 
cause the bridge is the only access to the 
subdivision. The road connects Nancy 
Lane and Carpenter Avenue. 


The village has been granted a tem- 


porary easement for the 600-foot road 
and it will be removed after the bridge is 
replaced. 


THE VILLAGE BOARD waived com- 


petitive bidding on the temporary road 
last month, saying that would enable 
workers to complete it before the start of 
cold weather. 


Trustee William Hein said once the 


road was installed there would be little 
to stand in the way of other construction.

weeks before they are prepared to begin 
receiving black Norwegian granite ag- 
gregate, which Is to be packed solidly 
within tho forms. 


Carl Ncsjar, Norwegian artist who col- 


laborated with Pablo Picasso on 16 other 
concrete sculptures, will pack tho aggre- 


gate into the forms using a vibrating rod 
to be sure all spaces and crevices arc 
well filled. Thin liquid concrete then is 
pumped into the forms, from the bottom, 
until the structure Is filled and starts 
running out the top, said a spokesman 
for Gould. Ncsjar Is the only artist Pi- 
casso authorized to construct sculptures 
with the process. 


Once the concrete is well-hardened, the 


forms ore removed. The aggregate has 
been coated with the concrete, and will 
appear white. 


Nesjar then will draw on the concrete, 


creating detail with a sandblasting gun 
to remove the outer coating of concrete 
leaving black lines. 


The 28-foot tall structure will weigh 


more than SO tons. 


Visitors to the site will sec the process, 


known as Bctogravlng, in all stages. 
Guides will explain what Ncsjar and his 
artisans arc doing as they work. Visitors 
will be received on a viewing platform. 


GOULD OBTAINED the Picasso last 
February, after negotiating with the art- 
ist for more than a year before his death 
in 1973. Rights finally were obtained 
from the Louisiana Museum near Co- 
penhagen, which originally had secured 
the work. It will be the second major 
outdoor sculpture by the famous artist in 
the .Chicago area, joining the metal 
sculpture at the downtown Chicago Civic 
Center. 


Work originally had been scheduled to 


start last May, and then was postponed 
to July but did not get under way until 
October. 


The $3t million Gould center covers 40 


acres, and when completed will include a 
10-story tower, a sports center and sev- 
eral smaller office buildings. Already oc- 
cupied is the research and development 
building. A management building, de- 
scribed by officials as a "minicollcge" 
for Gould personnel, and the tower are 
under construction. 


Track builder must cut units or sue

Madison Square Gardens Corp., which 


owns Arlington Park Race Track, has ar- 
rived at UHJ fork in tho road. 


It will cither accede to the Village of 


Arlington Heights and halve tho number 
of apartments in Its race track housing 
project, or stick to its original 5,000-unit 
plan and go to court. 


Arlington Heights officials made clear 


Tuesday night they arc not going to de- 
viate from the maximum number of 
apartments permitted by tho village zon- 
ing ordinance on tho 100-acre devel- 
opment site. 


"Density is a matter of law and there 


is a long history of not bargaining with 
developers on density in this municipal- 
ity," Trustee Frank Palmatler said. 


WHAT IS NOT clear is how Madison 


Square Garden will respond. 


"I have not even had a chance to talk 


with my client," Richard F. Babcock, at- 
torney for the Richards Group of Illinois 
which has been hired by Madison Square 
Garden to develop tho housing project, 
said after Tuesday night's meeting with 
a joint village board and plan commis- 
sion meeting. 


Babcock could not bo reached for com- 


ment Wednesday. 


Arthur Glngold, president of tho Rich- 


ards Group, also said ho did not know 
tho next move. 


So far, tho developer has refused to 


make any changes In the plan, which in- 
cludes ino townhousos, a number of five- 
story apartment buildings, and twelve 33- 
story high-rise buildings. 


VILLAGE SUGGESTIONS that offices 


and other commercial uses be Included 
in the plan have not been accepted. Pro- 
posals to reduce the project density by 
cutting tho height of the buildings also 
have been rejected. 


"Personally I believe you were some- 


what remiss In not taking our planner's 
advice," Trustee 0. V. Anderson told the 
Richards Group. 


"Quito frankly, some of us were looX- 


Ing for a variety of uses," Plan Comr. 
Norman Brcycr said. 


"This is obviously a poor plan. You 


could make moro money by including 
some commercial (buildings)," Palm- 
atlcr said, adding that If Madison Square 


Garden wants an all-apartment devel- 
opment that Is what it will get, provided 
its plan complies with the village zoning 
ordinance. 


"I don't 111(0 33-story buildings. They 


were obviously put in to irritate us. But 
we shouldn't trade off height for den- 
sity," ho said. 


"Wo ought to give you your (legal)

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DiFonzo cited 
in Purolator 
theft scheme

Federal charges were filed Wednesday 


against Lulgi M. (Lou) DiFonzo, the man 
suspected of bilking local Investors out of 
$2.5 million from a DCS Plaines-based sil- 
ver commodities trading firm, in con- 
nection with the $4.3 million Purolator 
Security Co. theft. 


Warrants were issued for DiFonzo, 28, 


and two other men charging them with 
bank burglary, bank larceny and use of 
explosives to commit a felony. Six men 
have now been charged In the Oct. 20 
heist. 


DiFonzo Is being described by some 


sources close to the probo as the possible 
mastermind of the scheme. Federal 
agents and Scotland Yard were seeking 
DiFonzo and two other men in George- 
town on Grand Cayman Island in the 
West Indies. 


Federal Bureau of Investigation agents 


have been circulating DIFonzo's picture 
throughout Chicago since Friday, The 
Herald has learned. 


AN FBI INVESTIGATOR, reporting on 


a Joint investigation by the FBI and Scot- 
land Yard, also said that customs auth- 
orities on Grand Cayman Island in the 
West Indies opened two suitcases "cram- 
med full with U.S. paper currency" and 
returned them to DiFonzo. 


The FBI said none of the loot carted 


from the money stronghold on Chicago's 
Near North Side Oct. 20 had been recov- 
ered. U.S. Attorney James R. Thompson, 
said the loot probably was shared by six 
or seven men believed to have been in- 
volved in the burglary. 


A federal grand jury Wednesday in- 


dicted three men In the history-making 
theft. 


An FBI complaint filed In U.S. District 


Patrolman's 
long-hair issue 
before panel 


A hearing to consider a grievance filed 


by the Combined Counties Police Assn. 
on behalf of Patrolman Scott Broehl is 
set for 8 p.m. today before the board of 
police and fire commissioners. 


Patrolman Mike Albrocht, president of 


the local CCPA chapter, said he expects 
n largo crowd at the hearing in the DCS 
Plaines City Hall. Albrecht said he and 
attorneys for the'CCPA will be on hand 
to represent Broehl. CCPA Pros. John 
Flood also may attend the hearing, Al- 
brecht said. 


Lt. Joseph Kozenczak, who suspended 


Broehl for one day last month for alle- 
gedly violating the department's hair 
code, is expected to bo the chief witness 
to address the three-member board. 


Broehl was told his hair was not in 


conformance with the codo because it 
hung over his cars. Although he did not 
get his hair cut, Brocht was reinstated 
when he combed his hair In back of his 
oars. 


Court said one of the Indicted men, stu- 
styled master criminal Peter J. Gushi, 
has admitted he took part In the massive 
burglary and "received a sum of mon- 
ey." 


IN A 10-PAGE affidavit attached to the 


complaint, FBI Special Agent Roman W. 
Stratton said • the three men, accom- 
panied by Gushi, drove the money in Di- 
Fonzo's automobile to Columbus, Ohio, 
and charged a flight to Miami, Fla. 
From Miami, the complaint charged, Di- 
Fonzo flew on to Grand Cayman with 
about $1.5 million. 


Stratum's affidavit said the men car- 


ried "about eight fairly large bags of 
family luggage" — which authorities be- 
lieve held about 800 pounds of hard-to- 
tracc, $10, $20 and $50 bills — when they 
passed through a Columbus airport. 


The FBI said the four men registered 


at an airport motel In Miami. Gushi later 
returned to Chicago and-DiFonzo- char- 
tered a plane and flew on, apparently 
alone, to the Caribbean hideaway, the In- 
vestigator said. 


The FBI said that when DiFonzo ar- 


rived at Grand Cayman he carried a 
briefcase and two large suitcases "so 
heavy each required two men to place 
them in the plane." 


Agents said they learned customs offi- 


cials ordered the luggage opened and 
found it crammed with U.S. paper cur- 
rency. All of it was returned to DiFonzo, 
agents said. 


THE FBI AFFIDAVIT said Gushi tried 


by phone to charter a boat from Islamo- 
rada, Flo., to Grand Cayman but marina 
officials sold they refused because of bad 
weather. 


Stratton said Gushi identified himself, 


DiFonzo and Charles Marzano as "major 
participants" in the vault looting. 


The federal grand Jury indicted Gushi, 


47; Ralph Marrera, 31, a suspended se- 
curity guard accused of being the "inside 
man" in the breaching of the vault; and 
James "Jimmy the Greek" Maniatis, ac- 
cused of supplying the van in which in- 
vestigators sold the money was carted 
away. 


The three, all in custody on cash bonds 


ranging up to $1 million, were charged 
with bank burglary, bank larceny and 
us«: of explosives In commission of a fel- 
ony. 


A FEW HOURS later, the FBI filed a 


complaint charging DiFonzo, 28, Charles 
Marzano, and Marzano's cousin, William 
Marzano, with bank burglary, bank lar- 
ceny, use of explosives and interstate 
transport of stolen money. 


Until recently DiFonzo had been in the 


Boston area where he was indicted on 
perjury in connection with an attempt to 
establish another company there. NAT- 
CO was engaged in selling silver com- 
modities futures. At the tlrae^the com- 
pany went bankrupt earlier this year, Di- 
Fonzo claimed he had liabilities totaling 
$2.5 million. He currently is under feder- 
al investigation in connection with that 
operation. 


In addition to talking to former associ- 


ates of DiFonzo, the FBI will also prob- 
ably question his wife, Diane, who re- 
turned to the Chicago area recently and 
Is reportedly staying with relatives in the 
Hlnsdale area.

Plans for land use in Des Plaines will 


require development of priorities and fi- 
nancial impacts of urban redevelopment.

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Plans nearly 
ready for 4th 
fire station 


Architects have nearly finished plans 


for tho fourth flro station In Elk Grove • 
Village, to bo located In the rapidly de- 
veloping area west of 111. Rte. S3. 


Tho station will bo built on a site do- 


nated by Centex Homes Corp. near the 
southwest corner of Mcacham Road and 
Blcstorflcld Road extended. There arc 
more than 1,100 homes in the area now 
with thousands more expected to bo 
built in the next few years. 


Fire Chief Allen Hulott said Wednes- 


day only minor details are loft tg work 
out in the plans for the station that is 
being designed by Otis and Associates, 
Inc., Northbrook. 


THE ARCHITECTURAL FIRM also 


designed the Grcenleaf fire station in an 
industrial area of the village In 1071. The 
Greenleaf station was built for $232,000. 
but Increased construction costs plus sev- 
eral differences In the plans will put a 
hlgtar price tag on the village's new fa- 
cility. 


The station Is expected to cost about 


$336,000 and will be financed with funds 


remaining from a 1969 bond issue and 
monies in tho general corporate fund.

about 1,400 feet deep. The approximate 
cost to dig a shallow well is about $32,000 
while the cost to dig a deep well is about 
$200,000, officials say. 


Elk Grove Village also is awaiting re- 


sults of a study by the consulting firm of 
Grcclcy and Hnnsen Engineers to deter- 
mine the village's water needs. The com- 
pany is studying the village water supply 
system to determine if the village should 
supplement its supply with water from 
Lake Michigan.

Parents., school officials 
'sound off

Noise problems, early school arrivals 


and Iowa Test scores were the issues 
raised in the first of a scries of planned 
"audience participation" sessions of the 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 Board of 
Education.

Only about 10 parents showed up at the 


first session Tuesday, night at Grove Ju- 
nior High School in Elk Grove Village to 
talk to the board informally. 


The board Is offering the sessions in 


an attempt to allow district residents an 
opportunity to air questions, complaints 
and suggestions about the district. 


MARIANNE DUFFER, a parent of a 


cliild at Juliette Low School, Arlington 
Heights, cited a possible need for struc- 
tural and acoustical changes at the 
school because of what she called ex- 
cessive noise. The building was con- 
structed -on an open concept, without 
classroom walls. 


Mrs. Duffer asked that acoustical ex- 


perts study the building. A similar study 
was done at the district's Friendship Ju- 
nior High School, Des Plalnes. 


The board voted recently to install a 


background noise system at Friend- 
ship tovhelp ease the noise problem at 
the school; also b'uilt on an open concept, 
.with four classes to a large room. 


Tha president of the Dan Cook School 


PTC in Elk Grove Village, Sharon Cha- 


- voen, cited a problem of children return- 


ing to school too early after lunch and 
too soon before school starts in the morn- 
Ing. 


Mrs. Chavoen said children returning 


from an hour lunch period after only 20 
minutes posed problems for volunteers 
supervising the lunch program. 


BOARD PRES. GERALD Smiley took 


issue with Mrs. Chavoen's contention 
that school children should not be 
allowed to return early from lunch to 
play, saying he did the same thing as a 
child. 


Board member Charles Knaup, who 


chaired the meeting, suggested Mrs. 
Chavoen work out the problem with her 
school principal. 


A large part of the evening was spent 


discussing the well-worn topic of Iowa 


Test Scores, which gauge a child's basic 
skills in a number of areas. 


One parent asked if the board was sat- 


isfied with the district's performance on 
the tests. Knaup replied he wouldn't say 
the board was satisfied. ."The board feels 
it's doing all it can through the adminis- 
tration to update and reprogram our 
educational system." 


WHEN ASKED IF it was the district 


goal to raise Iowa test scores, Knaup 
said, •"It would be folly to put all our 


emphasis on one tool (Iowa scores)." 


Smiley added that the board probably 


could accomplish such a goal by "teach- 
ing for the test," preparing students for 
the test format and going over some less- 
er-used skills covered in the test, such as 
map reading. 


It was suggested that a seminar be 


staged to explain and familiarize parents 
with the Iowa tests. Supt. James Erviti 
said the subject was "too complex to 
deal with off the cuff."

DiFonzo named in Purolator theft

Federal charges were (lied Wednesday 


against Lulgl M. (Lou) DiFonzo, the man 
suspected of bilking local investors out of 
$2.5 million from a DCS Plalncs-baaed sil- 
ver commodities trading firm, in con- 
nection with the $1.3 million Purolator 
Security Co. theft. 


Warrants were issued for DiFonzo, 28, 


and two other men charging them with 
bank burglary, bank larceny and use of 
explosives to commit a felony. Six men 
have now been charged in the Oct. 20 
heist. 


DiFonzo Is being described by some 


sources close to tho probe as the possible 
mastermind of the scheme. Federal 
agents and Scotland Yard were seeking 
DiFonzo and two other men in George- 
town on Grand Cayman Island in the 
West Indies. 


Federal Bureau of Investigation agents 


have been circulating DIFonzo's picture 
throughout Chicago since Friday, The 
Herald has Icarntd. 


AN Kill INVESTIGATOR, reporting on 


a joint investigation by the FBI and Scot- 
land Yard, also said that customs auth- 
orities on Grand Cayman Island In the 
West Indies opened two suitcases "cram- 
med full with U.S. paper currency" and 
returned them to DiFonzo. 


The FBI said none of the loot carted 


from tho money stronghold on Chicago's 
Near North Side Oct. 20 had been recov- 
ered. U.S. Attorney James R. Thompson, 
said tho loot probably was shared by six 
or seven men believed to have been in- 
volved In tho burglary. 


A federal grand jury Wednesday in- 


dicted three men in tho history-making 
theft. 


An FBI complaint filed In U.S. District 


Court said one of the indicted men, self- 
styled master criminal Peter J. Gushl, 
has admitted he took part In the massive 
burglary and "received a sum of mon- 
ey." 


IN A liM'AGE affidavit attached to the 


complaint, FBI Special Agent Roman W. 


Stratton said the three men, accom- 
panied by Gushl, drove the money in Di- 
Fonzo's automobile to Columbus, Ohio, 
and charged a flight to Miami, Fin. 
From Miami, the complaint charged, Di- 
Fonzo flew on to Grand Cayman with 
about $1.5 million. 


Station's affidavit said the men car- 


ried "about eight fairly large bags of 
family luggage" — which authorities be- 
lieve held about 800 pounds of hard-to- 
trace, $10, $20 and $30 bills — when they 
passed through a Columbus airport. 


Tho FBI said the four men registered 


at an airport motel in Miami. Gushl later 
returned to Chicago and DiFonzo char- 
tered a plane and flew on, apparently 
alone, to the Caribbean hideaway, the in- 
vestigator said. 


The FBI said that when DiFonzo ar- 


rived at Grand Cayman he carried a 
briefcase and t\vo large suitcases "so 
heavy each required two men to place 
them in the plane." 


Agents said they learned customs offi- 


cials ordered the luggage opened and 
found it crammed with U.S. paper cur- 
rency. All of It was returned to DiFonzo, 
agents said.

47; Ralph Marrera, 31, a suspended se- 
curity guard accused of being the "inside 
man" in the breaching of the vault; and 
James "Jimmy the Greek" Manlatis, ac- 
cused of supplying the van in which in- 
vestigators said the money was carted 
away. 
• The three, all in custody on cash (bonds 
ranging up to $1 million, were charged 
with bonk burglary, bank larceny and 
uso of explosives in commission of a fel- 
ony. 


A FEW HOURS later, the FBI filed a 


complaint charging DiFonzo, 28, Charles 


Marzano, and Marzano's cousin, William 
Marzano, with bank burglary, bank lar- 
ceny, use of explosives and Interstate 
transport of stolen money. 


Until recently DiFonzo had been In the 


Boston area where he was indicted on 
perjury in connection with an attempt to 
establish another company there. NAT- 
CO was engaged in selling silver com- 
modities futures. At the time the com- 
pany went bankrupt earlier this year, Di- 
Fonzo claimed he had liabilities totaling 
$2.5 million. He currently is under feder- 
al investigation in connection with that 
operation. 


In addition to talking to former associ- 


ates of DiFonzo, the FBI will also prob- 
ably question his wife, Diane, who re- 
turned to the Chicago area recently and 
is reportedly staying with relatives in the 
Hinsdalo area.

Tours begin today at the site of Pi- 


casso's sculpture, "The Bather," at the 
Gould Center, Golf Road near the North- 
west Tollway in Rolling Meadows. 


Jack Jackson, vice president of Gould 


Inc. said special tours will be available 
starting today, and will continue through- 
completion of the work of art, in about 
two months.

WOODEN FORMS showing the entire 


structure of the nude female bather are 
in place but it may be as long as three 
weeks before they are prepared to begin 
receiving black Norwegian granite ag- 
gregate, which is to be packed solidly 
within the forms. 


Carl Nesjar, Norwegian artist who col- 


laborated with Pablo Picasso on 16 other 
concrete sculptures, will pack the aggre- 
gate into the forms using a vibrating rod 
to be sure all spaces and crevices are 
well filled. Thin liquid concrete then is 
pumped into the forms, from the bottom, 
until the structure is filled and starts 
running out the top, said a spokesman 
for Gould. Nesjar is the only artist Pi- 
casso authorized to construct sculptures 
with the process. 


Once the concrete is well-hardened, the 


forms are removed. The aggregate has 
been coated with the concrete, and will 
appear white. 


Nesjar then will draw on the concrete,

Kaufman and Broad Homes Inc., 


apparently has (ailed hi Its efforts to link 
the settlement of separate lawsuits in- 
volving the village and Harrington 
Square homeowners.

spokesman for the Harrington Square

end litigation. 


K&B representatives last week said 


they expected a settlement Monday on 
both matters but it failed to materialize. 
Disagreement between the village and 
the homeowners on a mutual settlement 
apparently blocked settlement at the last 
minute. 


"Wo felt we went close to a settlement, 


but it fell through with the village," 
homeowners' attorney William Davies 
said Wednesday. "We get nowhere be- 
cause we're hi a vicious triangle." 


"Our position is that negotiations arc 


separate and distinct and we would pre- 
fer to keep it that way," Village Atty. 
Edward Hpfort said Wednesday. "That 
has always* been our position." 


K&B HAS ATTEMPTED to resolve 


both matters Jointly, contending the 
cases stem from the same 1968 bribery 
scheme In which six former village offi- 
cials were paid off by the company to 
approve quick zoning for the Harrington 
Square complex, Hlgglns and Barrlngton 
roads. 


Computer errors in tax bill 
'sort of straightened out9 


The difficulties experienced by a 


Schaumburg resident whose 1973 real 
estate tax bill was subjected to a 
$4,500 computer snafu have been 
solved — at least temporarily. 


"They hove sort of straightened 


things out," said a relieved Anthony 
CrisafulU, 2018 Oxford Ct., a comput- 
er programmer himself. 


In August Bell Federal Savings 


and Loan Assn. paid an erroneous 
tax bill of $5,458 on tho CrisafulU 
property sent by tho County Asses- 
sor's office. In turn, Bell Federal no- 
tified CrisafulU that his tax escrow 
account alone was being immediately 
Increased by $404 per month. He had 
been paying $370 per month, in- 
cluding principal, interest and tax es- 
crow account for tho past two years. 


CrisafulU expected his tax bill to 


be $540 and even then he anticipated 
a refund because he had approxi- 
mately $1,000 in the tax escrow ac- 
count. 


CrisafulU said this week Bell Fed- 


eral has removed the overcharge 
from his mortgage statement but as 
yet has failed to reinstate nearly $800 
that had been in the escrow account 
after payment of the proper amount 
of tax. 
• When the error was reported to the 
assessor's office, CrisafuUl had no 
difficulty obtaining an admission of 
guilt on the part of county data pro- 
cessing equipment and a personal 
apology.

Hurdle in blood research overcome 


by PAT GERLACII 


A major hurdle hi extracting the life- 


saving components of whole 
1 blood has 


been overcome by the Mid-America 
Chapter of the American Red Cross. 


" C o m p o n e n t therapy," in which 


patients receive only that part of blood 
they need, is becoming a more popular 
practice among physicians. 


A major obstacle in producing com- 


ponents of whole blood is the time factor 
— the blood must be separated hi less 
than four hours. For some components, 
even a brief delay can mean a decreased 
yield. 


By stationing a mobile lab in Schaum- 


burg during a recent two day blood 
drive, Red Cross personnel were able to 
process immediately nearly half the 345 
pints of blood collected. 


THE MOBILE LAB, driven and oper- 


ated by Chet Bielaszewski, processed 60 
units during each five-hour shift, or 180 
units of components. 


The lab is the first such facility sta- 


tioned in Illinois and one of 15 such ve- 
hicles in the country. It was purchased 
for the Red Cross blood center with spe- 
cial 
contributions 
from the Junior 


League of Chicago, the Robert R. 
McCormick Cheritable Trust, 
Inter- 


national Harvester, McDonald's Corp. 
and Amoco. 


"The purpose of the mobile lab is to 


decrease transportation time between 
blood drawing and separation," Bielas- 
zewski said. 


Two centrifuges can each spin six units 


of blood at a time, and the truck is 
equipped with four hydraulic lifters so 
the sensitive equipment can be main- 


tained for operation at a perfect level, 
Bielaszewski said. 


He said centrifuges are used to sepa- 


rate heavier components of whole blood 
from remaining elements. 


IN TWO STEPS, Bielaszewski sepa- 


rates red cells from the whole blood and 
supervises a separator which draws 
plasma into one of three satellite bags 
attached to the main container in which 
blood was collected. 


The original bag, now containing the 


red cells, is sealed and stored in the lab's 
refrigerator. 


The technician then "spins down" the 


clear blood plasma, this time with plate- 
lets being separated and stored. Plasma 
is stored in the lab's freezer and can be 
subsequently processed in a variety of 
ways. 


"Once at the fixed laboratory, the 


plasma can be used as fresh frozen 
plasma, it can undergo a thawing pro- 
cess creating what we caU cyroprecipj- 
tates and cyro-poor plasma, or it can be 
shipped out for further separation into 
plasma fractions, which include as one 
example gamma globulin," Bielaszewski 
continued. 


THE VAN IS POWERED by a high- 


voltage umbilical cord from the building 
when parked at the main blood center, 
he said, noting that "on the road" re- 
frigerators and freezer are operated by a 
five-kilowatt 
gasoline-operated gener- 


ator. 


A chart recorder continuously monitors 


the temperature in the cold storage 
units, providing a written record that 
blood components have been properly 
stored.

cal transfer tax In effect In this area, has 
generated about $1.5 million since its 
adoption Jan. 1. 


The figure Is less than what had been 


anticipated, but Ahsman said the city 
still projects the ordinance, including a 
section taxing the rental of property, will 
produce up to $5.5 million within a year. 


The village has estimated in its fiscal 


1974 budget it may derive $40,000 from 
the tax for the first four months of 1975. 
The projection would mean $120,000 for 
the year.

But 
Hyde said "the district didn't make any 
money" with the retroactive pay because 
all of it was not available to invest at the 
beginning of the year. The district's mon- 
ey comes from state aid and tax money 
doled out periodically during the year.

Teachers in Dlst. 211 get an automatic

This year each teacher also received a 
$50 one-time bonus. 


TEACHERS HAD considered suing the 


school board for not giving them their 
automatic raise in their first paycheck*, 
but Flaks said the teachers consulted the 
association's attorney and decided not to 
sue. 


Kolze said earlier that teachers did not 


receive their automatic raise at the be- 
ginning of the year because their con- 
tract was still pending. Paychecks are 
tabulated by computer, Kolze said, and 
school officials felt it would be more ef- 
ficient to adjust the computer for both 
changes — the automatic raise and the 
raise in the base salary — at the same 
time. 


"People in data processing have other 


things they have to do," Kolze said 
Wednesday. It is not "a question of push- 
ing three buttons," he said. "A lot of cal- 
culations go into it." Once the checks are 
processed it takes the township treasurer 
about two days to sign them, he said. 


Kolze said the period between Oct. 7 


when the new contracts were ratified and 
Oct. 30 when the retroactive pay was 
sent to teachers is "a reasonable time" 
to make the adjustments in the comput- 
er.

Track builder must cut units or sue

Madison Square Gardens Corp., which 


owns Arlington Park Race Track, has ar- 
rived at the fork in the road. 


It will cither accede to the Village of 


Arlington Heights and halve the number 
of apartments in Its race track housing 
project, or stick to its original 5,000-unit 
plan and go to court. 


Arlington Heights officials made clear 


Tuesday night they arc not going to de- 
viate from the maximum number of 
apartments permitted by the village zon- 
ing ordinance on the 190-acre devel- 
opment site. 


"Density is a matter of law and there 


is a long history of not bargaining with 
developers on density in this municipal- 
ity," Trustee Frank Palmatier said. 


WHAT IS NOT clear is how Madison 


Square Garden will respond. 


"I have not even had a chance to talk 


with my client," Richard F. Babcock, at- 
torney for the Richards Group of Illinois 
which has been hired by Madison Square 
Garden to develop the housing project, 
said after Tuesday night's meeting with 
a joint village board and plan commis- 
sion meeting. 


Babcock could not be reached for com- 


ment Wednesday. 


Arthur Gingold, president of the Rich- 


ards Group, also said he did not know 
the next move. 


So far, the developer has refused to 


make any changes in the plan, which in- 
cludes 180 townhouses, a number of five- 
story apartment buildings, and twelve 33- 
story high-rise buildings. 


VILLAGE SUGGESTIONS that offices 


and other commercial uses be Included 
in the plan have not been accepted. Pro- 
posals to reduce the project density by 
cutting the height of the buildings also 
have been rejected. 


"Personally I believe you were some- 


what remiss in not taking our planner's 
advice," Trustee 0. V. Anderson told the 
Richards Group. 


"Quite frankly, some of us were look- 


ing for a variety of uses," Plan Comr. 
Norman Breyer said. 


."This is obviously a poor plan. You 


could make more money by including 
some commercial (buildings)," Palm- 
atier said, adding that if Madison Square 
Garden wants an all-apartment devel- 
opment that Is what It will get, provided 
its plan complies with the village zoning 
ordinance. 


"I don't like 33-story buildings. They 


were obviously put in to irritate us. But 
we shouldn't trade off height for den- 
sity," he said. 


"We ought to give you your (legal) 


rights, and nothing more." 


Gingold said the 5,000-unit figure repre- 


sented an "ideal in terms of planning" 
because it includes townhouses, midrise 
and high-rise buildings. "If 'the density 
changes, obviously the plan changes," he 
said. 


The plan was not drawn up with any 


maximum number of units in mind, 
Gingold said, because the developer as- 
sumed that the annexation agreement 
hod freed him from the restrictions of 
the zoning ordinance. 


MADISON SQUARE Garden's response 


to the density issue will'determine the 


course of future meetings with the vil- 
lage. . 


If there are no changes in the plan, 


hearings before the plan commission and 
village board are apt to be a mere for- 
mality leading to rejection of the project 
and a long court fight. 


"If we cannot begin from that point (of 


density agreement) it is very difficult to 
do any planning," Trustee Alice Harms 
told the Richards Group. "I don't know 
how we can go forward when we're talk- 
ing a figure grossly different than the 
one you have." 


On the other hand, if the plan is

The attorney for accused killer Ronald 


Helton opened Helton's long-delayed trial 
W e d n e s d a y by charging Arlington 
Heights police with misconduct In their 
handling of the case. 


M c l v l n Knmm, Helton's attorney, 


charged that police "Induced" Helton, 
then 17, into giving statements In- 
criminating himself while police kept 
him for four months In tho local police 
station in violation of a court order send- 
ing Helton to county jail. 


Helton, now 21, Is charged with the 


murder of gas station attendant Fred J. 
Talllon during an Arlington Heights rob- 
bery Nov. 11,1069. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. licit- 


gocltcr denied Kamm's motion lo quash 
the I960 arrest warrant for Helton, re- 
jecting Kamm's contention that not 
enough evidence had been presented to 
justify Issuance of the warrant. 


Tho court action Wednesday marked 


the end of five years of Investigation and 
legal wrangles. Helton first went to trial 
in 1972 for the murder, but Circuit Court • 
Judge Daniel Ryan ruled with Kamm 
that Helton's constitutional rights had 
l«on violated by the police. Ryan's rul- 
ing was overturned In August by the Illi- 
nois Appellate Court, opening the way for 
tho new trial. 


IN HIS OPENING statement, Asst. 


State's Atty. Ronald Magncs said Hel- 
ton's guilt would be proven by his own 
statements and other evidence that he 
"brutally stabbed 14 times and killed"

Heights police themselves did not consid- 
er Ronald Helton an armed robber or a 
killer." 


HELTON WAS HELD In the Arlington 


Heights lockup from his arrest Dec. 31, 
1969 to April 17, 1970 despite a court or- 
der to transfer him to the County Jail. 
While Helton was in police custody, 
Kamm said, he had "free rein of this 
police station," and that policemen took 
him home "to meet their families." 


Kamm said Helton was permitted to 


leave the police station unescorted so he 
could have a holiday meal with his fami- 
ly the day after his arrest for Taillon's 
murder. 


The first witness was Arthur Taillon, 


SOP of the murder victim. As he took the 
stand, his mother broke into tears and 
had to be lead from the court room by a 
bailiff. She returned a short time later, 
but continued weeping as photographs of 
her husband's body wore introduced as 
evidence. 


Asked by Magncs about his father's 


condition when ho saw him on Nov. 11, 
1969, Talllon answered: "What was his 
condition? He was very dead." 


Arlington Heights Dct. Otto Schuster 


testified that he was on routine patrol- the 
morning of the crime and that he was 
the second officer at the scene. 


SCHUSTER SAID Talllon was found ly- 


ing face down on the porch of a home at 
621 N. Wilko Rd. across the street from 
tho station. Next to the body, he said 
was glass apparently broken in the 
struggle between Talllon and his attack- 
ers 


Schuster testified he found the cash 


register of the gas station open and the 
west window of the office broken. 


Ho left tho stand after only one ques- 


tion by Kamm during cross-examination. 


As police reconstruct the crime, Tail- 


lon, alone In the station about 3 a.m., 
wab confronted by robbers at knife-point. 
A struggle ensued inside tho station, po- 
lice theorize, and Talllon dove through 
the office window to escape. 


He was pursued across Wilkc Road and 


stabbed to death on the front porch of 621 
N. Wilkc Rd., police said. Taken in the 
robbery was $87 and a ring from the vic- 
tim, according to reports. 


The trial resumes today at 10 a.m. in 


tho Civic Center.

salaries were made retroactive to July 1 
but teachers did not receive the extra 
money until Wednesday. 


Flaks said the association's governing 


board wants the board of education to 
take the money it gained In interest from 
the retroactive salaries and donate it to 
the Crusade of Mercy or to a student 
scholarship fund. 


The request was made in letters sent 


to Supt. Richard .Kolze and Dlst. 211 
Board Pres. Robert Creek last week. 


Creek said Wednesday the board may 


consider the request at its next meeting 
Nov. 14. He said he hopes to consult the 
district's attorney on "whether we could 
actually spend the taxpayers' money that 
way."

Plum Grove ready by '80 


A schedule calling for the completion 


of the 365-acre Plum Grove Hills devel- 
opment by 1980 has been proposed by the 
Hunting Ridge Homeowners Assn. 


The homeowners prepared a revision 


of tho annexation agreement for the de- 
velopment, to be located near Harper 
College and presented it to tho Palatine 
Plan Commission for consideration Tues- 
day. 


Construction of each section of the 


commercial and residential development 
would have to be completed within two 
years of plan commission approval under 
the homeowners' proposed annexation 
agreement.

state grant and signs a contract with the 
landowner. Park district officials are 
hopeful the district's first park facilities 


wili'be ready for use by summer, Caskey 
said. 


The rural park district serves 15,000 


residents of unincorporated areas of Pal- 
atine Township. 


Caskcy, of ARC Associates, said the 


park board has approved preliminary 
plans for the site, and has only asked 
that a community meeting room be con- 
structed as a part of the bathhouse. 


Caskey said developers plan to "min- 


imize the impact of the park devel- 
opment on area residents" by heavily 
landscaping the borders of the park. The 
landscaping will serve as a noise buffer 
for the residents and as a divider be- 
tween the houses and the park facilities, 
he said. 


Caskey believes that the park will offer 


"much-needed facilities" to an area that 
has none. 


The central picnic area of the park will 


serve as a detention area which will hold 
rainwater that drains off of the surround- 
inn area.

Federal charges were filed We<lnesday 


against Luigi M. (Lou) DiFonzo, the man 
suspected of bilking local investors out of 
$2.5 million from a Des Plaines-based sil- 
ver commodities trading firm, in con- 
nection with the $4.3 million Purolator 
Security Co. theft. 


Warrants were issued for DiFonzo, 28, 


and two other men charging them with 
bank burglary, bank larceny and use of 
explosives to commit a felony. Six men 
have now been charged in the Oct. 20 
heist. 


DiFonzo is being described by some 


sources close to the probe as the possible 
mastermind of the scheme. Federal 
agents and Scotland Yard were seeking 
DiFonzo and two other men in George- 
town on Grand Cayman Island in the 
West Indies. 
Federal Bureau of Investigation agents 


have been circulating DIFonzo's picture 
throughout Chicago since Friday, The 
Herald has learned. 


AN FBI INVESTIGATOR, reporting on 


a joint Investigation by the FBI and Scot- 
land Yard, also said that customs auth- 
orities on Grand Cayman Island in the 
West Indies opened two suitcases "cram- 
med full with U.S. paper currency" and 
returned them to DiFonzo. 


The FBI said none of the loot carted 


from the money stronghold on Chicago's 
Near North Side Oct. 20 had been recov- 
ered. U.S. Attorney James R. Thompson, 
said the loot probably was shared by six 
or seven men believed to have been In- 
volved in the burglary. 


A federal grand jury Wednesday in- 


dicted three men In the history-making 
theft. 


An FBI complaint filed In U.S. District 


Court said one of the indicted men, self- 
styled master criminal Peter J. Gushi, 
has admitted he took part in the massive 
burglary and "received a sum of mon- 
ey." 


IN A 10-PAGE affidavit attached to the 


complaint. FBI Special Agent Roman W. 
Stratton said the three men, accom- 
panied by Gushl, drove the money In DI- 
Fonzo's automobile to Columbus, Ohio, 
and charged a flight to Miami, Fla. 
From Miami, the complaint charged, Di- 
Fonzo flew on to Grand Cayman with 
about $15 million. 


Stratton's affidavit sold the men car- 


ried "about eight fairly large bags of 
family luggage" — which authorities be- 
lieve held about 800 pounds of hard-to- 
trace, $10, $20 and $50 bills — when they 
passed through a Columbus airport. 


The FBI said the four men registered 


at an airport motel In Miami. Gushl later 
returned to Coicago and DiFonzo char- 
tered a plane and flew on, apparently 
alone, to the Caribbean hideaway, the in- 
vestigator said. 


The FBI said that when DiFonzo ar- 


rived at Grand Cayman he carried a 
briefcase and two large suitcases "so 
heavy each required two men to place 
them in the plane." 


Agents said they learned customs offi- 


cials ordered the luggage opened and 
found it crammed with U.S. paper cur- 
rency. All of it was returned to DiFonzo, 
agents said. 


THE FBI AFFIDAVIT said Gushi tried 


by phone to charter a boat from Islamo- 
rada, Fla., to Grand Cayman but marina 
officials said they refused because of bad 
weather. 


Stratton said Gushl identified himself, 


DiFonzo and Charles Marzano as "major 
participants" in the vault looting. 


The federal grand jury Indicted Gushi, 


47; Ralph Marrera, 31, a suspended se- 
curity guard accused of being the "inside 
man" in the breaching of the vault; and 
James "Jimmy the Greek" Maniatis, ac- 
cused of supplying the van in which in- 
vestigators said the money was carted 
away. 


The three, all in custody on cash bonds 


ranging up to $1 million, were charged 
with bank burglary, bank larceny and 
use of explosives in commission of a fel- 
ony. 


A FEW HOURS later, the FBI filed a 


complaint charging DiFonzo, 28, Charles 
Marzano, and Marzano's cousin, William 
Marzano, with bank burglary, bank lar- 
ceny, use of explosives and interstate 
transport of stolen money. 


Youth's bond set at $5.000 


Bond was set at $5,000 Wednesday for 


Steve B. Dembowskl, 17, of Glenview, 
one of three youths charged with Monday 
night's robbery of more than $1,400 and 
$400 in checks from two women employes 
of Mark Drugs in Wheeling. 


Dembowsld is to appear Nov. 15 in the 


Arlington Heights branch of Circuit 
Court on the charge. The other two sus- 
pects, both juveniles, have been named 
in family court petitions and are being 
held at the Audy Home. 


The robbery occurred about 8:55 p m. 


Monday in the parking lot between the 
drug store, 303 E. Dundee Rd., and the 
Wheeling Trust and Savings Bank, 4 S. 
Milwaukee Ave. The two women were 
bringing store receipts to the bank's 
night depository. 


POLICE SAID Dembowsld approached 


the women and demanded the money. He 
then allegedly joined the two juveniles 
and split the $1,484.65 in cash with them. 
The $418.64 in checks was thrown into the 
Wheeling Drainage Ditch with the money 
bag and floated away. Police said the 
checks and the bag have not been recov- 
ered, although all but $30 of the cash has 
been recovered. 


One of the juveniles was arrested near 


Denny's Restaurant, Milwaukee Avenue 
south of Palatine Road, early Tuesday 
after he was stopped for being a sus- 
picious subject. Dembowski and the oth- 
er youth were arrested shortly after- 
wards at the Flamingo Motel, Milwaukee 
Avenue and River Road, where they had 
registered under their own names.

Rural parks want 
pool, tennis courts 


The Palatine Rural Park District 


wants to build a swimming pool, bath- 
house, and tennis courts on its first park 
alto at Homo Street and Oak Road, Pala- 
tine Township, by next summer. 


Plans for the park also envision a 


baseball diamond, picnic area, children's 
playground and parking facilities. 


The district has been awarded $33,000 


in state funds from the Illinois Dcpt. of 
Conservation lo purchase the five-acre 
site. Park officials arc negotiating to buy 
tho land. 


Alan Caskcy, and planner for the rural 


pnik district, put the cost of developing 
tho tlto at $330,000. Caskcy said devel- 
opment will be paid with funds from the 


$330,000 in general obligation bonds the 
park district Issued in August. 


DEVELOPMENT OF the park will be- 


gin as soon as the district receives the 
stale grant and signs a contract with the 
landowner. Park district officials are 
hopeful the district's first park facilities 
win be ready for use by summer, Caskcy 
said. 


The rural park district serves 15,000 


residents of unincorporated areas of Pal- 
atine Township. 


Caskcy, of ARC Associates, said the 


park board has approved preliminary 
p'ans for the site, and has only asked 
that a community meeting room be con- 


structed as a part of the bathhouse. 


Caskcy said developers plan to "min- 


imize the Impact of the park devel- 
opment on area residents" by heavily 
landscaping the borders of the park. The 
landscaping will serve as a noise buffer 
for the residents and as a divider be- 
tween the houses and the park facilities, 
he said. 


Cnskey believes that the park will offer 


"much-needed facilities" to an area that 
has none. 


The central picnic area of the park will 


serve as a detention area which will hold 
rainwater that drains off of the surround- 
inc area.

Trial iinally opens, Helton 
laivyer charges misconduct

Tho attorney for accused killer Ronald 


Helton opened Helton's long-delayed trial 
W e d n e s d a y by charging Arlington 
Heights police with misconduct In their 
handling of tho case. 


M c 1 v I n Kamm, Helton's attorney, 


charged that police "induced" Helton, 
then 17, into giving statements In- 
criminating himself white police kept 
him for four months In the local police 
station In violation of a court order send- 
ing Helton to county jail. 


Helton, now 21, Is charged with the 


murder of gas station attendant Fred J. 
Taillon during on Arlington Heights rob- 
bery Nov. 11,1069. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Hell- 


gocttor denied Knmm's motion to quash 
the 1060 arrest warrant for Helton, re- 
jecting Kamm's contention that not 
enough evidence had been presented to 
justify Issuance of (he warrant. 


Tl'.e court action Wednesday marked 


the end of five years of Investigation and 
legal wrangles. Helton first went to trial 
in 1972 for the murder, but Circuit Court 


Judge Daniel Ryan ruled with Kamm 
that Helton's constitutional rights had 
been violated by the police. Ryan's rul- 
ing was overturned in August by the Illi- 
nois Appellate Court, opening the way for 
the new trial. 


IN HIS OPENING statement, Asst. 


State's Atty. Ronald Magncs said Hel- 
ton's guilt would be proven by his own 
statements and other evidence that he 
"brutally stabbed 14 times and killed" 
the 60-year-old Taillon, the night man- 
ager of the Arlington Park Shell service 
station, Wilkc Road and Euclid Avenue. 


Magncs also said he would prove Hel- 


ton took an active role "with several oth- 
er individuals" In the planning and exe- 
cution of the crime and that he stayed 
with his companions when they fled out 
of state. 


Helton was ono of several young men 


originally charged with the murder. 
Charges against the others were dropped 
two years ago. 


Kamm's opening remarks challenged 


tlio veracity of the "alleged statements" 
given by Helton to Arlington Heights po- 
lice after his arrest.

The historic houses in Palatine's 


downtown area have an uncertain fu- 
ture because of the planned" redevel- 
opment of the village's central busi- 
ness district. 


Owners' of the houses fear devel- 


opers will try to buy their homes, or 
that the village will condemn them to 
build commercial structures. \ 


A 17-year-old village amortization 


ordinance, designed to eliminate all 
wood-frame buildings in the down- 
town area by 1974, is being rewritten 
by the village board. A new redevel- 
opment ordinance to be presented 
within the next month will allow for 
the condemnation of these old homes 
for commercial development if the 
developer's plans for the property 
have been approved by the village. 


Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones 


sayb In this coming redevelopment 
and with the new ordinance, "A bit 
of the old will be transposed with a 
bit of the new.'1 


BUT THE SENIOR residents who 


have lived in these grand old homes 
all their lives are not as optimistic. 


"I don't know what's going to hap- 


pen to these old homes once the vil- 
lage starts building new buildings. 
The homes that are in fetter condi- 
tion should be preserved,for histori- , 
cal use," said Florence* Parkhurst, 
president of the Palatine Historical 
Society. 


Mrs. Parkhurst feels the people 


living in some older homes are re- 
storing them so .they can be used for 
many years. 


Harry Benstein owns a two-story 


Victorian home at 234 N. Plum 
Grove Rd. He has installed new 
plumbing, gutters and heating' sys- 
tems in the home since he bought It 
three years ago. 


BENSTEIN PLANS to continue re- 


storing the home "to its original-con- 
dition." The 80-year-old house has 
been remodeled many times and has 
been used as a nursing home as well 
as a residence. 


"The home has been esthetically 


butchered, but it can be restored to 
its natural condition. It's a sturdy 
home, constructed better than the 
modern homes today," Benstein said. 


Benstein's home Is just outside 


Palatine's central business district, 
so he does not fear losing it to rede- 
velopment. 


"But there are many homes in that 


central area that have a character, 
beauty and a history about them, like 
my house does, and should not be 
torn down. It would be a shame if 
they were," he said. 


Jones agrees. 
"The old houses that are historical- 


ly and architecturally significant, 
and are in good condition, will be 
preserved by the village. These 
homes will eventually be rezoned by 
the village for special historical use 
as a museum or a landmark," Jones 
said. 


JONES SAID MANY owners-of 


these older homes in the downtown 
area got the "wrong impression" 
when talk of downtown redevelop- 
ment began. 


"Somewhere they got the idea that

Jones agrees there are some-older, 


wooden homes "that are in de- 
plorable condition" in the central 
business district that will be con- 
demned to make room for new build- 
ings. 


"But each home will be considered 


individually by a redevelopment 
commission, and there must be a pri- 
vate developer that will have specific 
plans for'the property involved be- 
fore it is condemned," Jones said. 


Jones said the village would only 


"forcibly condemn an older house" if 
it were in an area where there was 
mainly commercial development, if a 
private developer had specific plans 
approved by the village for the use of 
the property,' or if the house were in 
poor physical condition. 


JONES SAID THERE are older 


houses in the area east of the Slade 
Street Fire Station to Smith Street, 
and in the area west of Brockway 
and Wood streets that "will probably 
be purchased and condemned for re- 
development." Redevelopment of the 
downtown area is essential because 


"people are not spending their mon- 
ey in Palatine now because they 
can't find the right kind of stores to 
spend it in," he said. 


Jones said the central business dis- 


trict is bounded by Smith Street on 
the west, Coifax Street on the north, 
Plum Grove Road on the cast, and 
Washington and Johnson streets on 
the south. He said older homes lo- 
cated "on the fringes of this area 
will definitely not be affected by the 
redevelopment," and Viat many of 
the historical homes "nearer to the 
core area won't be affected either." • 


JONES SAID HOMES like the one 


at 44 W. Wilson St. or like the Losch 
Interior Furnishings Store, 123 N. 
Brockway St., "will not be torn down 
in the redevelopment process." 


"Houses like these are very histori- 


cal, and in very good shape, and can 
eventually be rezoned and used to 
house the historical society or arti- . 
facts of the village," he said. 


"We are trying to redevelop a • 


downtown area that started more 
than 100 years ago," he said. "The 
history of those early times that re- 
mains a part of the downtown area's.;

A faro Increase will go Into effect Fri- 


day for senior citizens who participate in 
the reduced cab faro program in Mount 
Prospect. 


Instead of the original 30-cent fee, se- 


niors wilt have to pay SO cents to take a 
Prospect Cab Co. cab anywhere within 
Mount Prospect. The village will contin- 


ue to provide a 95-cont subsidy for each 
ride. 


The fare increase, however, will not af- 


fect the cost of a second passenger riding 
In the same cab. The second passenger 
will continue to pay 20 cents, and this is 
expected to encourage seniors to double- 
up when taking cab trips.

Speeding tickets 
on S-curve take 
sharp decline 


The number of speeding tickets handed 


out to motorists on the S. Elmhurst Road 
S-curve In Mount Prospect this month 
has dropped drastically, despite contin- 
ued special efforts by the police depart- 
ment to patrol the dangerous stretch of 
road. 


Through Saturday, only 44 speeding 


tickets had been issued this month. This 
was almost half of September's 85 tickets 
and far below the 230 tickets written in 
June, the first month of the crackdown. 


A spokesman for the police department 


said the reduced number of tickets is not 
because of a lessening of the intent to 
catch speeders but Is a result of man- 
power problems. Due to vacations, most 
of the police shifts have been short a 
man or two which usually means the po-

service offered 


More than 30,000 customers of Central 


Telephone Co. of Illinois will receive a 
now kind of service on operator-assisted 
calls nfter Saturday. 


Residential and business customers 


with telephone number prefixes of 297, 
298,824 and 827 will be transferred to the

Position System (TSPS). Contct's Park 
Ridge customers, as well as all coin and 
hotel/motel customers, were switched to 
the system last July.

TSPS makes pos- 
sible faster connections and a minimum 
of operator assistance.

MOST OK THE tickets - 339 - hove

The next 
largest number — 152 — have been given 
to those driving between 41 and 45 m.p.h. 
In the section of 111. Rte. 83 (Elmhurst 
Road-Maine Street which lies south of 
the Chicago and North Western Ry. 
tracks). 


In the crackdown, started because of 


the many accidents along the stretch of 
road, no tickets have been written to 
those going up to 30 m.p.h. Sixty-three 
were written to those traveling between 
31 and 35 m.p.h. and 20 were given tick- 
ets for driving between 46 and 50 m.p.h. 
Only two drivers were given tickets for 
exceeding 50 m.p.h. 


Police statistics showed that more tick- 


ets were given to southbound travelers 
than were given to northbound travelers 
— although the difference was only 33 
tickets. A smaller number of tickets have 
been given on tho cast-west portion of 
tho S-curvo. 


Non residents have picked up the most 


tickets — 446 — while Mount Prospect 
residents got only 130. 


THE TICKETS that have been written 


are standing up in court, police said. 
From August to now, 206 persons have 
appeared in court. Of that number, 165 
have been convicted of speeding and only 
11 cases have been dismissed. Another 30 
cases have cither been continued or the 
driver was sent to traffic school. 


The statistics released Wednesday 


show only nine accidents in the S-curve 
area since the crackdown began, In- 
cluding four accidents in October. How- 
ever, these figures differed from depart- 
mental statistics released in September 
which showed 12 accidents — all without 
injuries — In the S-curve through Sept. 
15.

Mrs. Stoga, however, said that se- 
niors have told her they will continue to 
use the reduced-fare cab because "it is 
such a good service." 


More than 600 senior citizens have reg- 


istered for the cab identification cards, 
according to Mrs. Stoga. 


THE FARE INCREASE had been un- 


der consideration for about the past two 
months, with both the cab company and 
the village making cost studies on the 
program. 


"I don't mind breaking even," Birks

Trial finally opens, Helton 
lawyer charges misconduct 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The attorney for accused killer .Ronald 


Helton opened Helton's long-delayed trial 
W e d n e s d a y by charging Arlington 
Heights police with misconduct in their 
handling of the case. 


M e 1 v 1 n Kamm, Helton's attorney, 


charged that police "induced" Helton, 
then 17, into giving statements in- 
criminating himself while police kept 
him for four months in the local police 
station in. violation of a court order send- 
ing Helton to county jail. 


Helton, now 21, is charged with the 


murder of gas station attendant Fred J. 
Taillon during on Arlington Heights rob- 
bery Nov. 11,1969. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Hell- 


goettcr denied Kamm's motion to quash 
the 1969 arrest warrant for Helton, re- 
jecting Kamm's contention that not 
enough evidence had been presented to 
justify issuance of the warrant. 


The court action Wednesday marked 


the end of five years of investigation and 
legal wrangles. Helton first went to trial 
in 1972 for the murder, but Circuit Court 
Judge Daniel Ryan ruled with Kamm 
that Helton's constitutional rights had 
been violated by the police. Ryan's rul- 
ing was overturned in August by the Illi- 
nois Appellate Court, opening the way for 
the new trial. 


IN HIS OPENING statement, Asst. 


State's Atty. Ronald Magncs said Hel- 
ton's guilt would be proven by his own 


statements and other evidence that he 
"brutally stabbed 14 times and killed" 
the 60-year-old Taillon, the--night man- 
ager of the Arlington Park Shell service 
station, Wilke Road and Euclid Avenue. 


Magncs also said he would prove Hel- 


ton took an active role "with several oth- 
er individuals" in the planning and exe- 
cution of the crime and that he stayed 
with his companions when they fled out 
of state. ' 


Helton was one of several young men 


originally charged with the murder. 
Charges against the others were dropped 
two years ago. 


Kamm's opening remarks' challenged 


thu veracity of the "alleged statements" 
given by Helton to Arlington Heights po- 
lice after his arrest. 


K a m m said that "the Arlington 


Heights police themselves did not consid- 
er Ronald Helton an armed robber or a 
killer." 


HELTON WAS HELD in the Arlington 


Heights lockup from his arrest Dec. 31, 
1969 to April 17, 1970 despite a court or- 
der to transfer him to the County Jail. 
While Helton was in police custody, 
Kamm said, he had "free rein of this 
police station," and that policemen took 
him home "to meet their families." 


Kamm said Helton was permitted to 


leave the police station unescorted so he 
could have a holiday meal with his fami- 
ly the day after his arrest for Tailion's 
murder. 


The'first witness was Arthur Taillon, 


son of the murder victim. As he took the 
stand, his mother broke into tears and 
had to be lead from the court room by a 
bailiff. She returned a short time later, 
but continued weeping as photographs of 
her husband's body were introduced as 
evidence! 


Asked by Magnes about his father's 


condition when he saw him on Nov. 11, 
1969, Taillon answered: "What was his 
condition? He was very dead." 


Arlington Heights Deti Otto Schuster 


testified that he was on routine patrol the 
morning of the crime and that he was 
the second officer at the scene. 


SCHUSTER SAID Taillon was found ly-

Federal charges ,were filed Wednesday 


against Luigi M. (Lou) DiFonzo, the man 
suspected of bilking local Investors out of 
$2.5 million from a Des Plalnes-based sil- 
ver commodities trading firm, in con- 
nection with the $43 million Purolator 
Security Co. theft. 


Warrants were issued for DiFonzo, 28, 


and two other men charging them with 
bank burglary, bank larceny and use of 
explosives to commit a felony. Six men 
have now been charged in the Oct. 20 
heist. 


DiFonzo is being described by some 


sources close to the probe as the possible 
mastermind of the scheme. Federal 
agents and Scotland Yard were seeking 
DiFonzo and two other men in George- 
town on Grand Cayman Island in the 
West Indies. 


Federal Bureau of Investigation agents 


have been circulating DiFonzo's picture 
throughout Chicago since Friday, The 
Herald has learned. 


AN FBI INVESTIGATOR, reporting on 


a joint investigation by the FBI and Scot- 
land Yard, also said that customs auth- 
orities on Grand Cayman Island in the 
West Indies opened two suitcases "cram- 
med full with U.S. paper currency" and 
returned them to DiFonzo. 


The FBI said none of the^loot carted 


from the money stronghold on Chicago's 
Near North Side Oct. 20 had been recov- 
ered. U.S. Attorney James R. Thompson, 
said the loot probably was shared by six 
or seven men believed to have been in- 
volved in the burglary. 


A federal grand jury Wednesday In- 


dicted three men in the history-making 
theft. 


An FBI complaint filed in U.S. District 


Court said one of the Indicted men, self- 
styled master criminal Peter J. Gushl, 
has admitted he took part In the massive 
burglary and "received a sum of mon- 
ey." 


IN A 10-PAGE affidavit attached to the 


complaint, FBI Special Agent Roman W. 
Stratton said the three men, accom- 
panied by Gushl, drove the money in Di- 
Fonzo's automobile to Columbus, Ohio, 
and charged a flight to Miami, Fla. 
From Miami, the complaint charged, DI- 
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Fonzo flew on to Grand Cayman with 
about $1.5 million. 


Stratton's affidavit said the men car- 


ried "about eight fairly large bags of 
family luggage" — which authorities be- 
lieve held about 800 pounds cf hard-to- 
trace, $10, $20 and $50 bills — when they 
passed through a Columbus airport. 


The FBI said the four men registered 


at an airport motel in Miami. Gushi later 
returned to Chicago and DiFonzo char- 
tered a plane and flew on, apparently 
alone, to the Caribbean hideaway, the in- 
vestigator said. 


The FBI said that when DiFonzo ar- 


rived at Grand Cayman he carried a 
briefcase and two large suitcases "so 
heavy each required two men to place 
them in the plane." 


Agents said they learned customs offi- 


cials ordered the luggage opened and 
found it crammed with U.S. paper cur- 
rency. All of it was returned to DiFonzo, 
agents said. 


THE FBI AFFIDAVIT said Gushi tried 


by phone to charter a boat from Islamo- 
rada, Fla., to Grand Cayman but marina 
officials said they refused because of bad 
weather. 


Stratton said Gushi identified himself, 


DiFonzo and Charles Marzano as "major 
participants" in the vault looting. 


The federal grand jury indicted Gushf, 


47; Ralph Marrera, 31, a suspended se- 
curity guard accused of being the "inside 
man" in the breaching of the vault; and 
James "Jimmy the Greek" Maniatis, ac- 
cused of supplying the van In which in- 
vestigators said the money was carted 
away. 


The three, all in custody on cash bonds 


ranging up to $1 million, were charged 
with bank burglary, bank larceny and 
use of explosives in commission of a fel- 
ony. 


A FEW HOURS later, the FBI filed a 


complaint charging DiFonzo, 28, Charles 
Marzano, and Marzano's cousin, William 
Marzano, with bank burglary, bank lar- 
ceny, use of explosives and interstate 
transport of stolen money. 


Until recently DiFonzo had been in the 


Boston area where he was indicted on 
perjury in connection with an attempt to 


establish another company there. NAT- 
CO was engaged in selling silver com- 
modities futures. At the time the com- 
pany went bankrupt earlier this year, Di« 
Fonzo claimed he had liabilities totaling 
$2 5 million. He currently is under feder- 
al investigation in connection with that 
operation.

Circuit Court Judge Jocqucs F. Hell* 


gottler denied Kamm's motion to quash 
the 1969 arrest warrant for Helton, re- 
jecting Kamm's contention that not 
enough evidence had been presented to 
justify issuance of the warrant. 


The court action Wednesday marked 


the end of five years of Investigation and 
legal wangles. Helton first went lo trial 
In 1972 for the murder, but Circuit Court 
Judge Daniel Ryan ruled with Kamm 
that Helton's constitutional rights had 
been violated by the police. Ryan's rul- 
ing was overturned in August by the Illi- 
nois Appellate Court, opening the way for 
the new trial.

Madison Square Gardens Corp., which

Square Garden will respond. 


"I have not even had a chance to talk 


with my client," Richard F. Babcock, at- 
torney for the Richards Group of Illinois 
which has been hired by Madison'Square 
.Garden to develop the housing project, 
said after Tuesday night's meeting with 
a joint village board 'and plan commis- 
sion meeting. 


Babcock could not be reached for com- 


ment Wednesday. 


Arthur Glngold, president of the Rich- 


ards Group, also said he did not know 
the next move. 


So far, the developer has refused to 


make any changes in the plan, which in- 
cludes 180 townhouses, a number of five- 
story apartment buildings, and twelve 33- 
story high-rise buildings. 


VILLAGE SUGGESTIONS that offices 


and other commercial uses be included 
in the plan have not been accepted. Pro- 
posals to reduce the project density by 


cutting the height of the buildings also 
have been rejected. 


•"Personally I believe you were some- 


what remiss in not taking our planner's 
advice," Trustee 0. V. Anderson told the 
Richards Group. 


"Quite frankly, some of us were look- 


ing for a variety of uses," Plan Comr. 
Norman Breyer said. 


"This is obviously a poor plan. You 


could make more money by including 
some commercial (buildings)," Palm- 
atier said, adding that if Madison Square 
Garden wants an all-apartment devel- 
opment that is what it will get, provided 
its plan complies with the village zoning 
ordinance. 


"I don't like 33-story buildings. They 


were obviously put in to irritate us. But 


wo shouldn't trade off height for den- 
sity," he said. 


"We ought to give you your (legal) 


rights, and nothing more." 


Gingold said the 5,000-unit figure repre- 


sented an "ideal in terms of planning" 
because it includes townhouses, midrisc 
and high-rise buildings. "If the density 
changes, obviously the plan changes," he 
said. 


The plan was not drawn up with.any 


maximum number of units in mind, 
Gingold said, because the developer as- 
sumed that the annexation agreement 
had freed him from the restrictions of 
the zoning ordinance. 


MADISON SQUARE Garden's response 


to the density issue will determine the 
course of future meetings with the vil- 
lage. 


If there are no changes in the plan, 


hearings before the plan commission and 
village board are apt to be a mere for- 
mality leading to rejection of the project 
and a long court fight. 


"If we cannot begin from that point (of 


density agreement) it is very difficult to 
do any planning," Trustee Alice Harms 
told the Richards Group. "I don't know 
how we can go forward when we're talk- 
ing a figure grossly different than the 
one you have." 


On the other hand, if the plan is 


changed and the project density lowered, 
a scries of planning meetings lie ahead 
and final approval is likely. 


As Anderson put it, "There are places 


where people can come together." 


Special assessments the rule in village

Paying for improvements such as 


streets and sidewalks by special assess- 
ment, a common practice in Arlington 
Heights, is done rarely in neighboring 
suburbs, a Herald survey shows. 


"People pay for improvements in front 


of their homes," said Arlington Heights 
Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson, whose admin- 
istration makes heavy use of a board of 
local improvements to supervise the as- 
sessment projects. 


A current effort to force installation of 


sidewalks along streets on the village's 
Near Northeast Side has caused a stir 
among residents, who say the walks 
aren't needed and threaten to fight in 
court. 


Few village administrations have given 


the homeowner so many projects to pay 
for himself. Arlington Heights has 30 spe- 
cial assessment projects currently being 
paid for by 1,400 property owners. These 
assessments, whether for 
sidewalks, 


street lights, sewers or street widenlngs, 
usually cost each homeowner several 
hundred dollars. 


IN MOUNT PROSPECT, there are 


only five special assessment projects 
now being paid for, affecting some 620 
property owners.' Palatine is retiring 
three projects" that affect 350 properties. 
Des Plaines is paying off 16 special as- 
sessment projects that affect about 670 
property owners. 


Wheeling has no special assessment 


projects and adheres to a policy of avoid- 
ing them whenever possible. Wheeling 
Village Mgr. George Passolt said the vil- 
lage has successfully avoided leveling 
special assessments for local improve- 
ments for over two decades. 


"Most of our local improvements come 


under the category of sidewalks and 
streets. On those we use motor fuel tax 
revenues whenever possible," Passolt 
said. By concentrating improvement ef- 
forts in a different section of the village 
each year over five or six years, Passolt 
said the motor fuel tax is sufficient -to. 
cover needed street and sidewalk work.; 


"If you want special assessments, you 


have a lot of problems in getting them

"Last year we had them lying on the 


counter and they didn't do so well, so 
tliis year we put them in the window and 
put a sign with them. People see the sign 
and inquire about them, but most of 
them all have bigger dogs-and the cos- 
tumes won't fit them."

WOODEN FORMS showing the entire 


structure of the nude female bather arc 
In place but It may be as long as three 
weeks before they arc prepared to begin 
receiving black Norwegian granite ag- 
gregate, which Is to be packed solidly 
within the forms. 


Carl Nesjar, Norwegian artist who col- • 


laboratcd with Pablo Picasso on 16 other 
concrete sculptures, will pack the aggre- 
gate into the forms using a vibrating rod 
to be sure all spaces and crevices arc 
well filled. Thin liquid concrete then is 
pumped Into tho forms, from the bottom, 
until the structure Is filled and starts 
running out the top, said a spokesman 
for Gould. Nosjar Is the only artist Pi- 
casso authorized to construct sculptures 
with the process. 


Once tho concrete Is well-hardened, the 


forms arc removed. The aggregate has 
been coated with the concrete, and will 
appear white. 


Nesjar then will draw on the concrete, 


creating detail with a sandblasting gun 
to remove tlte outer coating of concrete 
having black lines. 


The 28-foot tall structure will weigh 


more than SO tons. 


Visitors to the site will sec the process, 


known as Bctogravlng, in all stages. 
Guides will explain what Nesjar and his 
artisans arc doing as they work. Visitors 
will be received on a viewing platform. 


GOULD OBTAINED the Picasso last 


February, after negotiating with the art- 
ist for more than a year before his death 
In 1973. Rights finally were obtained 
from the Louisiana Museum near Co- 
penhagen, which originally had secured 
the work. It will be the second major 
outdoor sculpture by the famous artist In 
the Chicago area, joining the metal 
sculpture at the downtown Chicago Civic 
Center. 


Work originally had been scheduled to 


start last May, and then was postponed 
to July bu'. did not get under way until 
October. 


The $.10 million Gould center covers 40 


acres, and when completed will include a 
10-story tower, a sports center and sev- 
eral smaller office buildings. Already oc- 
cupied Is the research and development 
building. A management building, de- 
scribed by officials as a "mlnicollcgc" 
for Gould personnel, and the tower arc 
under construction.

PALATINE: VILLAGE Pros. Wendell 


E. Jones agrees with the Wheeling point 
of view, saying "It doesn't make sense to 
shov« special assessments down people's 
throats. We'd rather let people (ell us 
what they want than us telling them 
w lint to have." 


Historically, Palatine has levied spe- 


cial assessments on its own initiative in 
cases of water or sewer projects. These 
arc areas where the public health is con- 
cerned, he said. In cases of sidewalk, 
streetlight, curb and gutter installations, 
the village usually waits to bo ap- 
proached by concerned citizens who wish 
to have these improvements made. 


A court-upheld special assessment for 


a proposed widening of Colfax Street was 
dropped by the village board, which also 
nets as the board of local improvements, 
when citizen feeling ran against the proj- 
ect, Jones said. 


Jones said tho village is even lax In 


enforcing its own subdivision standards, 
rather than force whole areas of the vil- 
lage to add costly improvements against 
their wills. "Every place doesn't have to 
be the same," Jones said.. 


IN DES PLAINES, the board of local 


improvements is most active when a new 
area M annexed to the city, said Joseph 
Schwab, chairman ol the board. 


City Engineer Robert Bowcn said DCS 


Plaincs usually pushes for water and sew- 
er Improvements by special assessment 
in newly annexed areas, but sidewalk 
and street Improvements arc not pushed. 
The city usually waits for property own- 
ers to ask for these projects. 


Like Palatine and 
Wheeling, DCS 


Ptalnes often uses motor fuel tax to pay 
for street widening projects. "The resi- 
dent has already paid for tho street once.;

Patterson 
said a number of residents in that area 
still arc on well and septic tank service 
which is "entirely unacceptable." He 
noted that the new Buffalo Grove High 
School now makes sidewalks m that area 
a safety necessity for students. 
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Heights, adheres more closely to the 
stntc statute enabling boards of local im- 
provements to determine the need for 
improvements and specially assess for 
them. With only five special assessment 
projects presently on their books, Mount 
Prospect has still had troubles in enforc- 
ing local improvements. One current spe- 
cial assessment project is a storm sewer 
proposal that dragged through the courts 
for two years because 100 of the 380 prop- 
erty owners affected objected to the as- 
sessment, said Richard C. Jesse, finance 
director of Mount Prospect.

SO to 60 per cent of the residents to sug- 
gest local improvements, we'd still be on 
mud streets. We're not trying to win a 
popularity contest," said Patterson. 


Patterson said BOLI has put through 


projects in the past that were opposed by 
"99 per cent of the people involved. 
When the whole thing was done, they 
came up to the board and thanked them 
for the project," he said. 


"We want to bring everyone up to a 


basic standard," Patterson said. If one 
person pays for improvements in front of 
his home, he ought not tn have to pay for 
Improvements in front of other homes, 
(he reason for specially assessing indi- 
vidual homeowners, Patterson said.
